The decade, for those who count their footings, 
began with Sammy Miller the dominant rider, 
Britain the dominant nation and Spanish bikes 
the dominant machinery. America was still four 


years away from an AMA Na- 
tional Series. As the decade be- 
gan 10-year-old Bernie Schreiber 
was on a Kawasaki 90 and 11- 
year-old Marland Whaley had a Suzuki 
80 he found under his Christmas tree. 

Ten years later Miller still competes 
locally, aiming for his 1000th career 
win, Britain has just four riders in the 
world's top 10 and hasn't had a World 
Champion since 1975, Bernie 
Schreiber rules the world roost and 
Spain still has a lock on trials bike 
sales. 

Miller dominated trials in the 60s 
about the same way Bob Hannah 
dominates American motocross. 
Miller won two of the first three 
European Championships as well as 
the British title for 11 straight years, 
from 1959 through 1969. 

Some predicted that the 70s would 
witness a great trials boom in the 
states. That never happened. But 
here, year by year, are some of the 
highlights of the past decade: 


1970 


Gordon Farley opened the new 
decade by ending Miller’s win skein in 
British trials. But Sammy won the 
European Championship that year 


and also won the Scott Trial, a trials 
event that dates back to 1914. That 
victory was a record seventh for Miller, 
a former factory road racer. 

At the time Miller also held the 
career record for wins, five, in the 
Scottish Six Days Trial; the sectioneers 
version of the ISDT. But in 1970 the 
Six Days belonged to Mick Andrews. 
Four more wins over the next five years 
enabled the Derbyshire rider to tie 
Miller's record. 

In America, trials competition was 
even sparser than today, with no 
national organization. Nineteen-year- 
old Lane Leavitt, who had taken up 
the sport two years earlier, was 
recognized as the nation’s top rider. 
He won the Northern California 
(P.I.T.S.) ^ Championship. Bob 
Nickelsen was. SoCal number one. 
Lane also won the first annual El Trial 
de Espana in 1970. That trial survived 
the decade and enabled Lane and 
SoCal riders like Bernie Schreiber and 
Marland Whaley to go overseas, see 
what it was all about, and bring back 
some riding techniques for the rest of 
the troops. 


1971 


Mick Andrews, riding the Spanish 
Ossa, won his first European Cham-

pionship and came to the U.S. for 
some schools. Farley repeated as 
British Champion and Lane Leavitt 
again won El Trial de Espana. A 
surprise visitor to the trial was Senor 
F.X. Bulto, head of Bultaco. Lane's 
victory earned him a trip overseas. 


1972 


Andrews repeated аз European 
Champion and won his third straight 
Scottish. A young Yorkshire ex- 
scrambler, Malcolm Rathmell, 
claimed the British Championship. 
Meanwhile, on this side, Americans 
and Canadians got together to stage a 
two-day North American National 
Championship Trial in Michigan. 
Leavitt, 21, topped runnerup Bob 
Nickelsen by 27 points. Bob Hopkins 
was third while Don Sweet took fourth. 
Among the top 10 finishers only 
Leavitt, Hopkins and Sweet are still 
active in national trials. 


Earlier in the year Lane had ridden 
the Spanish world round and the 
invitational San Antonio Trial at 
Senor Bulto's ranch. Lane also com- 
peted in England. 


The year saw the first Japanese 
involvement internationally. Don 
Smith, two time European Cbampion, 
was hired by Kawasaki to do develop- 
ment work on a 450cc plonker. 


Sammy Miller came to southern 
California at the end of the year to 
give some schools and compete in El 
Trial de Espana. He beat Leavitt in a 
close match. Miller had also visited the 
states in 1968 and 1969. 





1973 


Another Yorkshireman, Martin 
Lampkin, moved into the spotlight, 
topping both the European and 
British Championship Series. Leavitt 
again won the North American Cham- 
pionship, this time by a 50 point 
margin over runnerup Bob Hopkins. 
Finishing fifth was 15-year-old 
Marland Whaley. 

Japan entered American trials in 
1973. Factory exuberance, no doubt, 
was stimulated by the large crowds 
drawn to the annual El Trial de 
Espana, effectively promoted by Fred 
Belair. By year’s end all four factories 
had jumped into trials development, 
signing the best available English 
riders. Yamaha grabbed 
Andrews and Suzuki signed Gordon 
Farley. Miller joined Honda for the 
1974 campaign. The first production 
bike to reach the U.S. was Honda's 
TL125, followed by the Yamaha 
TY250. The TL125 sold out and 
encouraged further production — 
over production — Бу all four 
factories. Kawasaki and Suzuki had 
250s on the market within a year. And 
Yamaha thought of the kids, coming 
up with a dandy little TY80. 

Lane Leavitt went to Scotland and 
earned a Special First Class Award at 
the Six Days. He went back in 1974 
and 1975. 


1974 


The United States hosted their first 
event in the European Championship 
Series. Rain turned Saddleback Park

into a gumbo mess and only 12 riders 
finished within the allotted time. 
Among them, riding unofficially as an 
exhibition rider, was 14-year-old 
Bernie Schreiber. 

Shortly after that trial the North 
American Trials Council was formed, 
coordinated by Dr. Wiltz Wagner, a 
Denver micro-pulmonary research 
scientist. Since then the NATC has 
organized an AMA sanctioned 
National Series and the U.S. world 
round. 

Yamaha went after the National 
Championship with a strong team 
effort. They signed Bob Hopkins and 
Joe Guglielmelli to team with Don 
Sweet. But Lane Leavitt won five of 
the nine nationals to become 
America’s first AMA Champion. 
Runnerup was 16-year-old Marland 
Whaley, and down in a ninth place tie 
was 15-year-old Bernie Schreiber. 


1975 


The FIM upped the series status as 
Martin Lampkin became the first 
World Champion. The first American 
world round was held in Rhode Island. 


On the national scene Honda 
mounted a massive factory effort to 
unseat Leavitt. They signed Whaley, 
Mark Eggar, Joe Guglielmelli and 
George Smith. Bob Nickelsen, who 
had been doing development work for 
them, was named team manager. 
Seventeen-year-old Whaley won two of 
the last three nationals to take the title 
riding a super lightweight four-stroke 


prototype. 








1976 


Finn Yrjo Vesterinen, from a nation 
of perhaps 100 trials riders, claimed 
the World Championship. Lampkin 
consoled himself by winning the 
Scottish Six Days. That feat made it a 
family hat trick for the Lampkin 
brothers. Both Sid and Arthur, who 
once finished runnerup for the 250cc 
World Motocross Championship, had 
already won. 


In the states Whaley turned 18 just 
in time to ride the world round in 
Washington where he finished second 
to Lampkin. Then Marland went on 
to win the last three nationals to again 
make Don Sweet a runnerup. 


1977 


Yrjo Vesterinen repeated as World 
Champion, but the big news for 
America was Bernie Schreiber's debut 
overseas. He scored a fifth in his first 
ride, then added a third, fifth and 
second. At year's end he was seventh in 
the world points standings. And 
Marland Whaley, who again finished 
second in the U.S. round, held in 
Michigan, also got some overseas rides 
and finished 10th in the world. In 15th 
place was Don Sweet, who rode six 
trials overseas. 


In May, Lampkin won the Six Days 
again, setting a record with a 31 point 
win margin. Schreiber's 11th earned 
him the best newcomer award while 


Marland's 18th was second best 
newcomer score. 
Back home  Whaley  stormed

through the national series, winning 


all eight starts. Schreiber was 
runnerup. Bob Nickelsen dominated 
the newly created National Senior 
class. Honda also added the British 
Championship as Rob Shepherd 
became the first four-stroke English 
Champion since Miller in 1964 aboard 
an Ariel. 


1978 


Yrjo Vesterinen repeated as World 
Champion, but he had a tussle with 
Lampkin and Schreiber. Bernie, 35 
points down after four events, won 
four trials in five starts to move within 
four points of the lead before settling 
for third for the year. He also became 
the first American to win the U.S. 
round, held at Roaring Branch, 
Pennsylvania. At that trial Debbie 
Evans became the first woman to 
finish a World Championship event. 


Marland Whaley startled some by 
switching in mid-season from Honda 
to Montesa. In the national series 
Lane Leavitt ended Whaley’s national 
win streak at 11 at the opening trial. 
Leavitt held the series lead with two 
nationals remaining. But Schreiber 
planed back from Europe and won 
twice, despite electrical difficulties at 
both trials, to take the title. Bob 
Nickelsen again headed the Seniors 
while Kevin Cullen topped the new 
Sportsman (support) class. 


1979 


Dropping 28 points down after four 
rides, Bernie Schreiber won four of the

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last eight trials to topple Vesterinen. 


For Bultaco, it meant their fifth 
consecutive World Championship. 

In Scotland Martin Lampkin's 
hopes of becoming the first rider to 
win four straight were dashed in the 
final sections of the Six Days classic. 
Malcolm Rathmell gave Montesa their 
first Scottish win. Rathmell went on to 
win the British Championship, his 
fifth in the last eight years. 

Montesa also saw their first title in 
American trials as Whaley climbed 
back up on top. The crown was 
Marland's fourth in five years. 
Whaley's six wins in 1979 gave him a 
career total of 25 in 48 starts and 19 of 
the last 27. Wiltz Wagner won the 
Senior Championship while another 
Colorado rider, Guy Bodin, headed 
the Sportsmen. 


So a decade that saw Britain no 
longer dominate and the U.S. 
incubate ends with an American at the 
top of the trials world. Ironically, our 
World Champion and National 
Champion will both be basing in 
England in 1980, foregoing national 
competition. 


As the decade ends there is little 
Japanese involvement in the sport out- 
side of their homeland. Honda has a 
one-man world team, Rob Shepherd. 
Suzuki provides engines to Beamish in 
England to build bikes. Yamaha still 
builds trials bikes, but none are 
imported here. And Bultaco and 
Montesa continue as they did 10 years 
ago, building the best trials bikes in 
the world. e. 
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Rappin' with the BLM's feathered antagonist and two-time Cycle 
News/West Rider of the Year about B-to-V, desert land use, and 
the most famous Novice of the decade, Wallis Weatherwax.

Driving down the road to the pits of a District 37 desert race in 1971, few, if any, would 
have guessed that the people responsible for the Burma Shave signs heralding the exploits 
of Novice Wallis Waxweather of the Desert Ducks M.C., would some day stand in the 
forefront of the motorcyclists' battle with the Bureau of Land Management. By the same 
token, back in the 1760s, few would have thought that the tall surveyor from Virginia 
would someday lead 13 colonies to freedom. 


The Phantom Duck of the Desert 
was born in that 1971 campaign to 
make Waxweather famous. Nobody 
knew who he was, and after Wax- 
weather was indeed famous, the 
Phantom Duck disappeared into 
quiet obscurity. 

Like the Phoenix rising out of the 
ashes, the Phantom Duck reappeared 
on the scene in 1975, the year the 
BLM refused to allow the classic 
Barstow to Las Vegas hare and 
hound. The Duck wanted to protest 
by riding from Barstow to Las Vegas, 
legally, using BLM-designated open 
roads and trails. On the Saturday 
after Thanksgiving, an unidentified 
Duck and about 25 others went 
riding. 

Year by year the protest grew. In 
1978, the BLM made a furious 
attempt to shut it down. They 
threatened the Duck. They took him 
to court. And on the Saturday after 
Thanksgiving, 580 riders, outraged 
over the BLM's actions, headed east 
from Barstow on existing roads and 
trails, in the direction of Las Vegas. 

The BLM did not like having zts 
feathers ruffled. They hauled the 
Duck, and two close friends back 
into court. The BLM spent four days 
showing its evidence and then both 
sides were literally ordered by the 
judge to come to an out-of-court 
settlement. The settlement, after 
several months of negotiation, was 
reached and the charges dropped 
against the Phantom Duck, who 
never really had his day in court. 

Who is the Phantom Duck? Why 
would Cycle News/West readers, who 
could name World Champs Kenny 
Roberts or Bernie Schreiber, AMA 
Grand National Champ Steve 
Eklund, or motocross superstars Bob 
Hannah or Brad Lackey as the Rider 
of the Year, twice award that title to 
the Phantom Duck of the Desert, 
and by overwhelming margins each 
time? 

The Phantom Duck of the Desert 
is now a non-profit corporation 
dedicated to fighting for 
motorcyclists’ rights in desert land 
use battles. The Duck, Louis McKey 
is the president, Al Fols the vice- 
president, and Rick Sieman, the 
editor of Dirt Bike Magazine, is the 
secretary-treasurer. 

Louis, 48, is an electrician for 
Kaiser Steel in Fontana, while Al, 
who is Mary McKey’s nephew, works 
as a meatcutter. 

A few days after a busy 
Thanksgiving Weekend, I traveled 








out to Fontana to talk with Louis 
and Mary McKey and Al Fols... 

It's been over a year since the first 
day in court — Nov. 21, 1978. Could 
you give us a capsule description of 
the year and your reaction to some of 
the things that have happened? 

Louis McKey: Well, I've learned that 
you can't always say and do what you 
want, even though it's legal. I think 
that's the most important lesson that 
I've learned, and it's kind of sad in a 
way. Even though what you're doing is 
legal, it's terribly expensive to exert 
your legal rights. I don't think it 
should be that way, yet it is that way. 
Therefore, I intend to be a little more 
cautious in the future. I feel that 
recently though, I have been very 





cooperative with the BLM in the sense 
that I have done what I felt was best to 
prevent a confrontation in the desert 
on Thanksgiving weekend. The BLM 
has also been, I think, more or less 
forced into changing their attitude 
also, which was reflected in their 
leaving a legal route open for the 
people who wanted to ride from 
Barstow to Vegas this year. If they 
continue that attitude, we can actually 
accomplish a lot and we can work 
together. If they close that avenue, 
and decide to go back to their hard 
line, I'm not going to be quite as 
cooperative as I was in the past. I'm 
going to exert a little more effort to try 
to get the BLM to cooperate a little 
more. 








What do you think was the most 
significant thing of the year? 
Obviously, the trial wasn't a very 
positive thing. Do you hold any 
animosity towards the BLM? 

Louis McKey: No, not really. Perhaps 
I did at one time, but if I did, it's for- 
gotten now. The thing that's most 
forward in my mind right at the 
moment, and I think it's a tremendous 
stride that has been made, is the 
opening of that utility corridor for use 
on that Thanksgiving weekend in 
particular, and recognizing that that 
route is actually open all the time and 
having the BLM admit that that route 
is a legal route to use is the most 
important advance that off-roaders 
and other multiple-use users of desert 
land have gained in five years. 

Al Fols Another point too is the 
Ludlow-to-Parker. A lot of what 
happened developed out of the 
Phantom Duck of the Desert lawsuit. 
According to Jim Ruch, if that had 
been scheduled for Nov. 25 instead of 
Oct. 27 it may have been a go. More so 
than Oct. 27 because of pushing the 
deadline. Of course, there's a 
controversy over whether that started 
dealings with AMA before or after the 
stipulation was signed. BLM wants 
everybody to recognize the fact that 
they worked on the Ludlow-to- Parker 
event to fulfill their obligations to the 
stipulation for dismissal, yet they 
started the Ludlow-to-Parker nego- 
tiations with the AMA before the 
stipulation was ever signed. That will 
probably always be a controversy 
because we can’t afford to challenge 
them on that point of whether that was 
really the fulfillment of our stipulation 
or if that was something that was 
begun beforehand just out of dealing 
with the AMA.. So that we also have a 
promise that maybe next year — 
Ludlow-to-Parker. 


What about next year as far as an 
organized Barstow to Vegas event? 
Are you working towards anything 
like that? 

Louis McKey: I actually have hopes of 
some type of permitted event. There 
again, it depends on the BLM's atti- 
tude. I wouldn't expect to go back to 
the type of race we had in 1974. There 
is still the opportunity for a hare and 
hound type motorcycle race. I would 
think that a timed start with smaller 
groups would be a practical way to 
approach the BLM on a natural race. 


Do you see other events besides the 
Ludlow-to-Parker and Barstow to 
Vegas events? 





Louis McKey: If the BLM continues 
the attitude that they've taken in the 
last several weeks, yes, because on the 
Imperial Valley M.C. race, the BLM 
actually acquired all the permission to 
cross private property and did most of 
the groundwork that in the past they 
have forced the clubs to do. The BLM 
did it themselves with no hassle and no 
problem. If that's an indication of the 
BLM's new policy, there's no reason 
why we couldn't have the Check 
Chase, and there's no reason why So- 
Cal's Olancha race can't take place. I 
don't see why it didn't take place the 
last time. I forsee a route opening up 
down towards the Salton Sea, perhaps 
something joining up with the race 
course that came from the Mexican 
border up to the Ocotillo Wells area. I 
would even think there's a possibility 
of the Check Chase starting in Lucerne 
Vally again. 

I think all the environmentalists and 
conversationists that monitored the 
Thanksgiving Weekend event, with 
the exception of one, were very 
impressed with the motorcyclists and 
were well satisfied with what took 
place. The one exception, of course, is 
Ike Eastvold — he made a lot of 
statements of violations of the closed 
areas. The BLM checked out every 
one of them and found them 
unsubstantiated. 

Any plans for the Phantom Duck of 
the Desert, Incorporated for 1980? 
Louts McKey: We've just toyed with 
some ideas but we haven't sat down 
and come up with anything concrete 
yet, except that we would like to 
negotiate with the BLM and we feel 
that we can. We feel that we can 
negotiate with the BLM and the 
environmentalists from an angle that 
the AMA can't, and District 37 can't. 
We would like to negotiate to the 
benefit of AMA and District 37 if they 
would give us a vote of confidence to 
do that for them. Being that we don't 
have to abide by the binding rules and 
regulations that are imposed on 
organized promotional clubs, I think 
that we have opportunities that the 
organized promotional clubs don't, 
and I would like the opportunity to use 
them. But we have to have AMA and 
District 37's go-ahead to do that. 
Turning away from the future, and 
back to 1975. How did you ever come 
up with the name “Phantom Duck of 
the Desert?” 

Louis McKey: It came up a long time 
before 1975, and it’s quite a story in 
itself. Back when Al and I and another 
nephew that I won’t name, because he 
wouldn't want to get involved, were 
racing and were novices, we were 
unfamiliar with AMA and District 
policies and when we thought that if 
you won one point you would have an 
earned number for the next year. That 
would be the most fantastic thing that 
could happen. We were new at this 
and quite enthusiastic. Each week as 
the results of the race would arrive, a 
couple of weeks old, we would rip 
those things open and the first thing 
you did was look at the top 10 or 12 
people. We underlined all of our club 
members in red. So you looked at top 
dog first and then you checked around 
for your name. 


In those days, the lightweight 
division was 101 to 250cc and that was 
what we were riding. We would check 
the number of entries and see how 
many points were paid. In those days a 
maximum point run — where there 
were 200 entries in your class — paid 
the Novices down to 33rd position, the 
33rd position getting one point. We 
would number them right down the 
line, checking out each rider in our 
division. We also pondered over the 
injustice of the Novices, who 


comprised the majority of the riders, 
not getting any recognition in Cycle 
News or the magazines. 








We gave some great thought to this 
and one day, how it actually happened 
I don’t know — well, I'll give Al most 
of the credit because he spotted it. As 
we were marking the numbers on the 
results, the 33rd 250 Novice was a guy 
by the name of Wallis Weatherwax. 
He belonged to the Desert Ducks 
Motorcycle Club. Al says, "This guy's 
going to be a winner." Beats his brains 
out, nobody cares. Nobody knows who 
he is and nobody cares and he still 
beats his brains out. What does he get? 
One stinking point... 

We decided that something had to 
be done about that; it just wasn't 
right. We ended up making Burma 
Shave signs. The first one would start 
out, “Quack, Quack.” The second 
would have some kind of saying on it, 
such as “Who wings first overall” or 
“Who wears racing feathers” or “Who 
flies fast” or “Who pecks at the 


competition,” something like that. 
The third one would say, “Wallis 





Weatherwax of the Desert Ducks M.C. 
and then another one saying “Quack, 
Quack.” 

We made up some of these signs. Al 
wasn't along the first night. My 
children and 1 were and we went out in 
the middle of the desert and we put 
these signs up on posts. I still have the 
scar where I was beating the post in 
the ground in the middle of the night 
and smacked my hand. That was on 
the pit road going into the races, the 
dirt pit road. It did get some 
attention. 

Then we graduated to different 
types of signs. We decided that 
beating your hands up in the middle of 
the night wasn't the way to go. We 
didn't want anyone to know who was 
doing this either. We didn't know who 
this Wallis Weatherwax was. We were 
also putting ads in Cycle News, 
putting these sayings up in the want 
ads. We started out with free ones. 





Cycle News would give you a free 10- 
word ad if you were giving anything 
away free, so we were giving free fame 
to Wallis Weatherwax. Well, Cycle 
News went along with that for a few 
weeks. Then they decided that this 
freebie business had to stop. 

Not having things going quite fast 
enough, we wrote a letter to Cycle 
News and it said something to the 
effect that we heard Wallis Weather- 
wax was a factory rider for a British 
motorcycle firm and that the Desert 
Duck was a new four-stroke that was 
going to tear up the desert and would 
Cycle News tell us the truth about all 
of this. The editor at that time, being 
fairly sharp, decided that this letter 
was probably written by the same 
individual who was placing the ads in 
Cycle News. But they had had a call 
from Mrs. Weatherwax, Wallis’ wife, 
inquiring on who put the ads in there, 
Shortly after that, the letter appeared 
with a long comment in there about 








the originator of the letter and the call 
from Mrs. Weatherwax, ending up if 
that was really Mrs. Weatherwax. 


We made an attempt to find out 
what reaction this gentleman was 
having from the advertising we were 
doing because we have never seen him 
before. We didn’t know who he was. 
So having the race results from a race, 
I called the referee from that club. I 
told him I had met this guy out there 
and we were supposed to go riding the 
following weekend and I lost his 
address and would he mind looking 
the guy’s address up for me. He says, 
“Oh, sure. Do you have his riding 
number?" I said “I certainly do,” so I 
gave him the riding number. He 
looked it up and then he gave me 
Wallis Weatherwax's address. Не 
asked if I wanted his phone number 
and I said, "Certainly," which was 
good because it was an unlisted phone 
number. With that, I called the 








Weatherwax residence that evening. I 
did not say so, but I kind of insinuated 
that I was with Cycle News and 
was inquiring about the ads and 
letter and what-not. She said he 
didn't mind the advertising at all, 
that he had such a big head she 
couldn't hardly talk to him and 
that they didn't have any idea who 
was doing that because the Desert 
Ducks were just a small group of their 
friends. 

Somewhere along there in that same 
period of time we acquired the name 
Phantom Duck of the Desert. Just how 
is kind of a half mystery. 

So as soon as we found out that he 
didn't mind the advertising, we really 
went to a heavy campaign and he 
actually according to Cycle Neus, 
became the most famous Novice rider 
in the world. Even to the point where 
he had his motorcycle stolen in 
Mexico, and couldn't afford to buy a 
new one, so I sent about 20 letters out 
to various shops saying why they 
should sponsor Wallis Weatherwax. 
One of them did and gave him a 
motorcycle. Still no one knew who we 
were. No one knew who the Phantom 
Duck of the Desert was. That's the way 
it was meant to be. 

Finally it faded out. Other people 
picked up on it. Other people started 
placing ads in Cycle News. Other 
people started putting signs up at the 
desert races. It was pretty popular. 
One of the best times we had on that 
was the clubs picked it up too. 

One of the clubs advertised that if 
the Phantom Duck of the Desert 
showed up at their race to put up any 
signs, they would catch him. There 
was no way that he could possibly get 
the signs up out there without them 
catching him. We did 27 signs that 
might on the sides of refrigerator 
boxes. We didn't even go to the race. 
We both had to work. It was in 
Lucerne Valley and we went out in the 
middle of the night. The signs were so 
big we had to tie them to the bushes. 
You couldn't even put them in with 
stakes. We went out a couple of nights 
later and picked them up. Then the 
Phantom Duck of the Desert faded 
away after that. 

In 1975 when it was obvious that 
there was not going to be any Barstow 
to Vegas race, Г used the name 
Phantom Duck of the Desert again. 
Not Al, he didn't have anything to do 
with it, he was innocent. I made up 
some little poster goodies, so few, by 
the way, that they were made on a 
Xerox and hand-colored. They were 
distributed to a few of my friends. 


In 1975 there were three of us out 
there, myself, my son Keith, and a 
friend of ours. When we arrived out 
there, we met about 15-20 other 
people. Cycle News had their 
motorhome out there. No one knew 
who the Phantom Duck was or knew 
who I was. There was a gentleman out 
there who said, "Hey, I have a map! I 
know how to get.to Vegas legally on 
roads and stuff." I said, "Well, I don't 
know how to get there — ГЇЇ follow 
you." So I followed that group as far as 
Rasar Road and they had a little 
trouble there and had to slow down. 
So I went down Cima Road — I knew 
how to get to Cima Road. At Cima 
Road I met up with a motorcycle club 
— a few members from a district club. 
They were just getting ready to leave 
and had already gassed up. 1 asked 
them where they were going and they 
said, "Hey, we've got a guy here who 
knows how to get to Vegas.” “Be right 
with you, fellows!” We poured some 
gas and followed them and they 
showed us most of the rest of the trail 
because I didn't really know where it 
went. 

In 1976 we were out there again and 
someone else got blamed for being 
Phantom Duck of the Desert that year. 
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In 1977 we were out there again. 
According to the BLM, not enough 
people to violate the rules and 
regulations. Of course you know what 
happened in 1978 and this year. In 
1978 when they took me to court, by 
the way, there had been no violation of 
the law. They took me to court on the 
premise that a law might be violated. 
Have you ever had thoughts about or 
come to any conclusions about why it 
mushroomed from 1977 to 1978? 





Louis McKey: I know definitely why it 
did. The BLM advertising is what 
actually did it. Every year I had been 
writing letters under the name 
Phantom Duck to Congressmen and 
Senators and people like this telling 
them about the problems we were 
having. I never received any reaction 
at all. I did that again in 1978, but in 
1978 I added a little extra. I added an 
extra list of copies to, a list of all the 
names of other people who were 
receiving copies of that letter. I 
thought that might agitate some of 
them into doing something. It did. 

When the BLM decided to take 
action, it started putting news releases 
out to the 420 people on their news 
media mailing list. They did more 
advertising in a couple of months than 
I could have done in a lifetime. They 
actually created the number of people 
that showed up for 1978. Otherwise, 
those people wouldn't have known 
about it. 


Al Fols: It's not just the knowing part 
either. It's also the idea that they're 
saying, "You can't go." That's what 
they did in 1978. They said, "You 
can't go to the desert." They created 
the iron-hand type principle and 
people were agitated. We said, "You 
can't just stop us from going." That's 
part of it. 

Like you said, it mushroomed big 

from 1977 to 1978 — What can you 
attribute that to? Other than the 
people who were already angry anyway 
over loss of races. You know how that's 
gone in the last five years. So they're 
already angry and they come up and 
say, "Well, now you can't even go out 
there and trail ride from Barstow to 
Vegas." The people laughed. It wasn't 
promotion from апу private 
individual. Also 1979 kind of depicts 
the same thing. In other words, there 
was no promotion this year. People are 
just angry; they're upset. It is a grass- 
roots type movement. 
Louis McKey: They're frustrated and 
they want to protest against the BLM 
actions, or inaction and they feel that 
riding Barstow to Vegas is a symbol of 
protest. A lot of people feel compelled 
to do it. There's a genuine need to 
protest against the BLM actions. 


What about other protests over BLM 
actions? 

Louis McKey: Thanksgiving weekend 
will reflect any protest that the people 
want to make and I say that for a 
couple of reasons. One is that when 
the Check Chase was cancelled, I 
heard it stated to a large group of 
motorcyclists that the Check Chase 











race course was completely ribboned 
at the request of the BLM so that they 
could go out and check it over. 

People could have protested by 
riding that Check Chase race course, 
which was completely ribboned, and 
yet most of them who were interested 
in protesting said, “We have one 
protest; we don’t need two. We have 
one protest, and that’s Barstow to 
Vegas.” The Barstow to Vegas is the, 
according to the Sierra Clubs ORV 
Monitor Rose Bowl of motorcycling 
(that’s what they called it) and that’s 
what we're fighting for. When we get 
to the Rose Bowl, we'll work on 
another one. But that's the one to go 
for now. I think that’s the one that the 
people will continue to protest over 
until they get it.

Al Fols: Although we did walk with 
picket signs one day. Four or five of us 
walking in the rain outside of the 
Desert Advisory Council meeting. We 
got lots of neat comments there from 
irate miners. There's a whole bunch of 
people upset with the BLM manage- 
ment, of course, but I think it's 
important that they know that we're 
(When I say "we" I mean motorcy- 
clists in general) around. Any action 
that someone's unhappy with should 
be protested. Legally, of course. 








Louis McKey: Just the fact that people 
are fighting for the right to ride from 
Barstow to Vegas has had an effect on 
the BLM. When there was enough 
reaction, the BLM said, "Well, I guess 
we have to do something" and they 
did. They only did under pressure. 
"There's also another avenue which I'm 
sure the BLM fears, and that is that 
their actions are subject to congres- 
sional investigation. If they don't act 
responsibly towards all of the interests 
equally, then I'm sure that someone's 
going to call for a congressional in- 
vestigation. I believe if that were done, 
the BLM wouldn't'come out looking 
very well. 

It was a suggestion — actually from 
George Stephan, our attorney — that 
the only way to go now is for a con- 
gressional investigation. He . was 
extremely upset with the AMA for 
giving the BLM $5,000 for that base- 
line monitoring program when we had 
secured a court order ordering the 
BLM to make that ^ baseline 
monitoring study. Then the AMA 
gave the BLM $5,000. Like George 
said, had the AMA given us the 
$5,000, that would have paid his air 
fare and expenses for a week to 
petition congressmen for a congression- 
al investigation of the BLM. He feels 
that the congressional investigation 
would cause repercussions. Even the 
threat of one would cause the BLM to 
change their attitudes, change their 
stance, and he seemis to think that 
that's the way to go. 


Going back to what was said about 














the need to protest. Mary, I'd like 
you to tell us the story you told me 
last year about Louis and the Bank 
of America. 

Mary McKey: We had some checks 
stolen. We reported it to the police 
department and to the bank where 
they had been stolen, and I filed the 
affidavit and a statement with the 
police department and they said it 
would all be taken care of. But they 
cashed one of the checks that had been 
stolen and forged. A couple of months 
later I get my bank statement back 
and here is this $45 check they cashed, 
in with my cancelled checks. They put 
it through and took it out of my 
account. I showed it to Lou and he 
went down and asked to see the 
manager and they said he wasn't 
there, and couldn't do anything about 
it. He was working swing shift. 

He dashed home and rummaged in 
the garage, got a piece of cardboard 
and a stake out and started making a 
sign. I said, "What are you doing?" He 
said, "I'm going down and walk picket 
in front of the Bank of America. It's 
illegal what they did." He called the 
police department and found out just 
where he could walk, legally, and 
made up the sign and put it in the 
back of the Nova and drove down 
there and unloaded the sign and 
started marching up and down on the 
legal amount of feet he had to march. 

Pretty soon the United Parcel man 
joined him and two little old ladies 
who were willing to protest. They 
started marching up and down. 
Finally somebody came out and asked 
him what he wanted. He told them all 
he really wanted was to see the 
manager to find out why they would 
put this check through our account. 
The manager came out and asked him 
if he'd stop and talk to him. He said, 
"No. If you want to talk to me, you'll 
have to walk. I'm not allowed to stop 
walking." So the manager falls in line 
with him and walks along. He told him 
he wanted his $45 back in a certified 
check. The bank manager walked 
along with him a little bit and talked, 
and pretty soon the bank manager 
went in, and then came back out with 
a certified check for $45 and gave it to 
him. He picked up his sign, jumped in 
the car and came home and gave me 
the $45 certified check and told me to 
go back to the bank and re-deposit it. I 
didn't want to walk back in the bank 
and re-deposit the $45, but I did. 





Louis McKey: Most of the bank tellers 
know who I am. After we went into 
court, I took a check down to the bank 
— actually I had Mary take it down — 
it was made out to the Phantom Duck 
of the Desert, and the bank wouldn't 
cash it. 

I took the check down to the bank 
and the teller wouldn't cash it. I said, 
""That's good. May I have your name

So with that, the girl says, "Just a 
moment please" and she went and got 
the manager and the manager came 
up there and wanted to know what the 
trouble was. I told her. She told the 
girl at the window, "This is Mr. 
McKey. Cash the check." I didn't want 
to sign it with my name because I 
didn't want anyone to know who I was. 
I just wanted to sign it The Phantom 
Duck of the Desert. She said, "Is it OK 
if we put your account number on it?" 
I said, "Certainly." She said, "That's 
Mr. McKey — cash his check." So I 
signed it Phantom Duck of the Desert 
and she cashed it and I went on about 
my business. 


Would you go through it again if 
you had to? 

Al Fols: Really it's something that you 
had to do. You're right when you say 
“if you had to.” 


Or if you could back away? 


Al Fols: Already knowing the 
outcome, I'd say that I'd go through it 
again and the reason being that when 
I got into this, I had no involvement. 
What really involved me was the 
government bringing their lawsuit 
against me. Feeling kind of strongly 
about what was happening anyway, 
then understanding the issues at hand 
and knowing that you're innocent, 
there's no reason to back down. The 
only reason, you find out later, that 
you might want to back down is 
money. It takes a lot of money to 
defend yourself. 


I think a person benefits by the 
education he receives. I think it has 
also benefitted the motorcyclists. 
Knowing the answers that we've 
already come up with, knowing the 
power that the people wield — more 
than any one particular person or a 
leader of any group, or anything. It’s 
kind, of astonishing. That's the only 




















power we have — we receive letters 
from 20 to 80 people a day. That’s our 
power — the idea that the people are 
behind you. The BLM knows it. They 
know that there are people behind you 
and that’s the reason you're there. 
There's no way we could be in the 
position we're in now if the BLM 
hadn't put us in that position. 
They're the ones that did it — with 
that sneaky little lawsuit. Somehow it 
backfired on them. They made a 
martyr of Louis McKey. 

Louis McKey: That's an easy one for 
me to answer. Pretty easy...now. 
When the going was at its worst in this 
last year — as you know, Mary and I 
have been married a little over 27 
years — and when the going was at its 
worst, Mary told me one day, “Т just

can't take this any more. Your whole 
life has become the Phantom Duck of 
the Desert. You're leaving me out; 
you're leaving the children out. It's 
consuming all of your time. I can't 
take it any more and you're going to 
have to make a choice. It's going to 
have to be the Phantom Duck or me." 

I didn't hesitate too much at all 
when I told her, “Mary, I love you and 
I don't want anything to happen to us 
and what we have, but I have an 
obligation and I have an opportunity 
to do something that someone has to 
do and I just can't back down from the 
responsibility that I feel that I have to 
accomplish something that is possible 
to grasp. If it comes to the point where 
it's the Phantom Duck cause or you, 
right now it's going to have to be this 
cause. I just have to fight it." So she 
left. She packed her little bag and left. 
She was only gone for a couple of 
hours and she came back and moved 
in the front bedroom where we didn't 
talk too much for about a week. 


Then because of all the things that 
were involved that kept us together 
over all the years, we started talking 
and she realized just how seriously I 
felt about this and how sincerely I felt 
about this and she didn't complain 
after that. The complaints were mostly 
sincere and she knew something had to 
be done, and we'll work together a 
little better. 

Now that this is over, that 
Thanksgiving is over, there's a slight 
lull and I don't know whether there 
may be another storm. But there is a 
slight lull right now. We had the 
outside of the house stuccoed and next 
week I'm going to paint the primer 
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QUACK! QUACK! Who gets his name in the Cycle 
News ads? Wallis Weatherwax of the Desert Ducks 
M.C. 





coat on the outside and Alan's going to 
help me build a new garage door and 
I'm going to get the finish coat on the 
outside and I'm going to paint the 
inside of this house and we're going to 
get new carpet and I have a couple of 
light fixtures to fix in here. I've got to 
touch up other stuff and I'm so far 
behind and I'm going to get it all 
done, believe me! 

I have to hurry because I know that 
there's another battle coming up. I 
have to get all this painting, and the 
new furniture, so that everything will 
be all set for the next battle and I'll be 
able to concentrate on the next battle 
without having to worry about 
painting and landscaping and a few 
other things. I'm going to get it all

Anyone 
who has tried to get a straight answer 
from Huey on the status of certain 
Green Stickie funded projects knows 
that he must have got his practice in 
telling whoppers by talking to off- 
roaders. 

We're still waiting to learn from 
Huey and his Park Department chief 
Russ Cahill when we will get some 
straight answers to questions which 
have gone unanswered for some time. 
Still pending are unanswered questions 
regarding the status of Carnegie Cycle 
Park which was open until acquired by 
the state as an off-highway facility, 
and the gates have been padlocked 
ever since. And what about a statewide 
off-road vehicle trail network which 
has been promised us ever since "green 
stickie" was started in 1971? Still no 
real effort has taken place in spite of a 
rash of recent promises by Cahill and 
Co. How about the "funny" fund 
transfers in and out of the "green 
stickie" program? If you thought all of 
that ended when Herbert Rhodes was 
replaced as Parks chief, you had better 
hang on to your wallet when dealing 
with Cahill. 

Remember that 1974 State Bond 
Act? We were promised that some 
monies would be spent on acquisition 
of off-highway areas if it passed. Well, 
it did and we didn't. When we finally 
got an audit of the program and 
proved this point, the Bond Act money 
was all spent, sooooo the Parks boys 
reached into another fund — the 
Bagley Conservation Fund — and 
allocated some money to acquisition of 
some off-road areas near Pismo 
Beach. That satisfied everyone for a 
while, but now that Cahill thinks 
nobody is looking, “his sleight of 
pocketbook” accountants have quietly 
removed the Bagley money and are 
now charging the project to the “green 
stickie” fund. (Not that there might be 
another Park Bond Act proposition on 
your June ballot. Pay close attention to 
past performance when you listen to 
their arguments of the great things this 
new Bond Act will do for you.) 

We could go on and on about the 
failures of Johnson and Cahill to carry 
out their mandated programs. In fact, 
in future columns, we will bring to 
the surface many more of the failures 
of the Brown appointees to adequately 
provide for bikers. We will try to 
explore some of these issues before the 
present “hush-hush” investigation of 
the Parks Railroad Museum scandal 
grabs all the headlines. We only 
mention the Railroad Museum investi- 
gation here because the similarities to 
the “setup” which Huey managed 
under the “Trust for Public Lands” is 
so striking, that maybe the 
investigation will take a closer look at 
Huey's activities before he took his 
present job.

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D ick Burleson, at age 31, 
can look back upon the 


1970's with a feeling of satisfac- 
tion and accomplishment. He 
began the decade as a champion. He is 
ending it as one also. No rider can 
boast what Burleson accomplished in 
that 10 year span. 

Lets take a look at the record for a 
moment. Burleson, as an MX'er, was 
the 500cc National Champion in 1970. 
It was an unofficial title then, derived 
from performance in the Trans-AMA 
MX Series that year. He finished four- 
th in the standings. It was during that 
same year that Burleson rode his first 
enduro. He remembers it basically as 
"a ride in the woods." 

The University of Michigan also 
loomed large in his plans. In fact, it 
was his riding that stretched out the 
date of his graduation - with a degree 
in mechanical engineering - until 
1972. "We were on a trimester 
system," he remembers. "I would 
really hit the books during the winter 
trimester and then do as much riding 
as I could during the rest of the year. 
However, it was hard to concentrate 
on both and my MX riding suffered! " 

1971 turned Burleson on to the 
thrill of ISDT competition. He rode 
his first Two Day Qualifier and, when 
September rolled around, went to the 
Isle of Man for his first ISDT. He car- 
ded a DNF that year, and then Bronze 
and Silver Medals in his next two star- 
ts. i 
In 1974 he was a member of the vic- 
torious Silver Vase team as the ISDT 
played on home soil in Dalton, 
Massachusetts. Burleson has been on 
the Gold Medal standard ever since. 
Coincidentally, his Gold Medals and 
the years in which he won them match 
exactly his six National Championship 
Enduro Series titles. 

Enduro riding didn't get into his 
blood until late in 1973. "Actually," 
he says, "I probably only went to a 
handful in 1971-72. I was still riding 
MX then plus trying to concentrate on 


graduating." 


With graduation in the record 
books and a job with Husqvarna as 
their eastern region service manager, 
Burleson settled down, got married 
and began to think about giving up 
MX and returning to the amateur 
ranks of the sport. 

It is rather hard to comprehend that 
with less than one full season of enduro 
competition behind him, Burleson 
rode off with the title in 1974. He did 
the same in 1975 and again in 76. 

He was cooking and some said that 
there was no stopping him or his 
string. Skip Olsen gave him a run for 
the money in 1977 while Ted Worrell 
took the title chase right down to the 
final event of the 1978 season before it 
was decided. 

Drew Smith was the challenger this 
year and did one helluva job of 
making life hard for Burleson. 
Nonetheless, at the end of 1979 the 
tally read Burleson with six con- 
secutive titles and shooting to tie and 
hopefully break Bill Baird’s string 
(1962-68) of seven. 

One more bit of trivia: In six seasons, 
Burleson has won 49 of approximately 
120 National starts. Think about that 
for a minute. 


he house, a rambling split level, 

sits away from the road on a 

one acre lot in Black Lick, Ohio. and 
is within easy riding distance of 
Husqvarna's eastern office in Colum- 
bus. It is comfortable, with plenty of 
room, a good stereo system and has a 
swimming pool in the back yard. 
Parked in the driveway, one is likely to 








find a Ford Van (with license plates 
reading Brrrp), a good sized travel 
trailer and a four-wheel drive Inter- 
national Scout. An assortment of dirt 
bikes (Husqvarna, naturally) inhabit 
the garage as well as a Kawasaki ZIR 
street bike. 

"We like the house," says Burleson. 
"I wanted something we wouldn't 
outgrow in a few years. It's really nice, 
but I liked the place we had in Ten- 
nessee a bit more. It had atmosphere." 

A deck/porch area on the rear of 
the house will probably become the 
home of a hot tube sometime this winter 
according to Burleson. "I plan to en- 
close the area and install the hot tub so 
I can relax after working out. (Injuries 
in the past two seasons - one to his neck 
and shoulder area in 1978 and an 
aggravation of the injury in 1979 - 
have left Burleson a bit shy of the con- 
dition he would like to be in.) 


The only other house in the area is 
one which friends own. It is situated 
on a parcel of about nine acres next 
door giving the Burleson family a huge 
playground. “The neighbors are 
great," he says. "They've already 
adopted the kids. Living here is almost 
like having your own country estate." 

Kids. Burleson's world evolves 
around them. Jon-Erik will be six in 
February while the newest addition to 
the family, Lindsey Kate, will mark 
her second year in March. “They're 
great," he says with justified pride. 
“Jon-Erik is in school and asks a lot of 
questions. He knows a lot of stuff. 

"I like to have the kids along at 
events. Jill and I believe that the only 
way to raise a family is to be together 
as a unit whenever possible. I think 
children learn from exposure to things 
outside their home." 

Thus, the travel trailer gets a lot of 
use. In fact, it seems to be a gathering 
place at events for bench racing, con- 
versations and all the other diversions 
that are know to riders on the enduro 
circuit when waiting for scores to be 
posted. 

Inevitably, it is Burleson who is a 
major center of attention when the day 
is over. Those clustered around are 
likely to be made up.of many different 
factions. Some talk racing, some talk 
Husqvarna, some just come to listen 
and learn. Whatever the case, he is 
available. 

That is a good part of Burleson. He 
commands respect from the riders for 
his skill and knowledge. He is ac- 
cessable. He will talk to any rider - you 
don't need to be in the AA class to get 
his attention. Burleson derives his 
share from the sport and conversely, 
the sport also derives a good bit from 
him. 

Unlike some people in motorcycling 
who take the money or glory and run, 
Burleson puts as much or more back 
into the sport as he takes out. You 
can't calculate it on an adding 
machine or total it up on a balance 
sheet, but he is acknowledged as the 
enduro rider in the sport today. The 
plain fact is that enduro riding and 
Dick Burleson are synonymous. 

It is for that and the fact that he is 
widely respected not only by his op- 
position, but by organizers, the AMA 
and everyone else connected with the 
sport of enduro riding that Burleson is 
in demand to be the guest of honor at 
awards banquets throughout thc count- 
ry. 
Here, a strange paradox comes into 
view. Burleson, the rider, will talk, 
talk, talk on any subject going before 
or after an event in what could be 
called casual surroundings. Yet put 
Burleson in front of an audience of the 
same people - this time dressed up and 
out of their riding clothes - and he 





becomes another person. It isn't stage 
fright and it isn't lack of expertise. 

What it boils down to is that 
Burleson has noted that most speakers 
tend to ramble on long after they 
should have stopped. So, like his 
riding, he does his job in the same 
economical style. 

"I enjoy going to the awards 
banquets," he says. “1 see a lot of old 
familiar faces and meet a lot of new 
ones. I'm thankful that I am as lucky 
as I am." я 

One instance comes to mind. It was 
the Southeastern Enduro and Trail 
Riders Association banquet 
(SE&TRA) early in 1979. Mike 
Melton, a Husqvarna rider had ended 
their season as top rider overall for the 
1978-79 season. Burleson, running on 
a tight schedule, flew in with a $500 
check in hand to present to Melton. 
He was at the banquet for no more 
than two hours to mingle with the 
crowds, eat dinner and present the 
bonus. His speech was short, sweet and 
to the point. Yet, even that presen- 
tation on the run earned him the ad- 
miration of most, if not all present. 
His presence was a surprise to even the 
organizers. It was a classic example of 
how to win friends and influence 
everyone else. 


erhaps if the armed forces had 

gotten Burleson, there would 

be no article on his decade of great- 

ness. However, they didn't and he tells 

a funny story of how the Army's loss 
resulted in motorcycling's gain. 

It seems that in the late 1960's Uncle 
Sam sent Burleson an invitation to 
come in for a physical in preparation 
for induction into the Army. In short, 
a draft notice. "I would have to say," 
he notes with a smile, "that I wasn't 
overjoyed about getting that letter." 

Fortunately, for Burleson, things 
have a way of working themselves out. 
"I broke my arm as a child," he 
recounts, “and it didn't heal correctly. 
They had us do pushups and I 
exaggerated the problem quite a bit 
(Burleson can twist the arm so that the 
back of the elbow actually seems to be 
in front) The people in charge 
noticed it; I guess they couldn’t help 
but do so. They sent me home and 
that was the last I heard about being 


in the service.” 
A nyone who talks with 
Burleson misses out if they 
keep the conversation totally on 
motorcycles. This is not to say that his 
knowledge isn't illuminating. Quite 
the contrary. What you are missing by 
talking about motorcycles exclusively, 
is Burleson the person. He is well read, 
carries opinions on what is happening 
in the world today and can rap on a 
wide range of subjects. One conver- 
sation started with the gas crisis, 
moved to the price of gold, then on to 
an analysis of the movie Apocalypse 
Now and on to Michigan's chances 
against their traditional rival Ohio 
State in an upcoming football game. 
At another point, Burleson 
suggested that it would be great if 
someone would put together a listing 
of radio stations, their call letters and 
spot on the dial so that when a person 
travels he can find the music he wants 
to listen to wherever he is without sear- 
ching. "I listen to the radio constantly 
when I travel and it would be nice to 
hit an area and immediately know that 
by turning to FM 96 that it would be 
playing the music I like." 


| n an article last year on his 

winning a fifth National Cham- 
pionship, Burleson was asked what it 
would take to do the trick in 1979. He 














answered that eight wins and five good 
placings (only a rider's 13 best finishes 
count) would take the title. Burleson's 
score was eight wins, a pair of seconds 
and three third places finishes. 
Definitely an on target call. 

1980 will be harder since there are 
only 12 events - 10 finishes count 
toward the title. "There will be no 
room for error," he says. "If you get 
hurt - and there is always that 
possibility - then you may just have to 
count yourself out. 

"Fewer events spread over the same 
amount of time as last year when there 
were 24 Nationals will give the riders a 
bit of a breather between. However, it 
will still come down to riding the ISDT 
first and then going for broke in the 
final three Nationals. Winning the 
title in 1980 will probably mean a 
rider has to take seven overalls and 
back them up with three solid second 
or third place showings. You can't 
mess up and still hope to be in the 
running." 

Drew Smith made life hard for 
Burleson in 1979 and will do so again 
in '80. In fact, their battle this year 
was more of a one on one affair with 
the rest of the competition fighting for 
the scraps of third on down. At the 
end of the season Burleson led Smith 
by seven points (231 to 224) while third 
place Mike Hannon was 75 points 
behind Smith. 

Although the competition has been 
getting tougher in the past three 
seasons, Burleson sees no reason wh 
he can't tie and break Bill Baird's 
record of seven consecutive champion- 
ships. "If I were a person who sets 
goals then that would be one I would 
set. There's no denying that I would 
like to break the record." 

In two seasons Drew Smith has 
forged to the forefront of the 
challengers for Burleson’s crown. 
Smith, at 23, is eight years younger 
and, in his youthful exuberance, has 
taken to potshotting at Burleson. 

Burleson takes the verbal jockeying 
in stride. Informed that Smith has said 
(at the final event of the season) that 
Burleson's only edge is that he is 
champ, that they are even in all other 
respects and that Smith is faster in the 
woods, Burleson pauses only a 
moment before answering. 

"What Drew fails to realize," he says 
with carefully drawn-out words, “is 
that I am more mentally prepared. I 
ride to win when it is needed. He's not 
faster, although he may think he is. 
Winning is more than going fast and 
Drew is the best there is of all the other 
riders in contention. He has come a 
long way since he started and his time 
keeping and reading of trails is very 
good. No doubt, he will be the main 
competition for the title next year. I 
also think that John Martin could Rr 
a spoiler role. He is coming along 
really fast." 


Continuing about enduro riding 
and the quest for the championship 
Burleson notes, "I would have to say 
that my strongest point is stamina. I 
can ride just as hard at the end of a 
125 mile National as I can at the 
beginning. There are a lot of in- 
tangibles that all flow together like 
reading the trails, keeping a steady 
pace, knowing where the checks will 
be and staying on time. To some, time 
keeping is a mystical science. I guess 
that my background in mathematics 
has really helped me because I don't 
consciously think about staying on 
time, but I always have the figures 
running through my head. 

"Another aspect is that I like riding 
in bad weather. In fact the worse the 
weather, the more I enjoy it. That is a 





big part in riding. There are riders 
who are already defeated if it is 
raining or the trails are slick or rain 
prior to the event has turned it into a 
mud-run. The challenge is in 
conquering the terrain. Bad weather 
makes you find out just how good a 
rider you really are. You must be 
prepared mentally as well as physically 
for bad weather because you multiply 
your mistakes in adverse conditions. 

"I really believe," he continues, 
"that I'm not at my peak yet. There is 
still room for improvement with my 
conditioning. I need to increase my 
upper body strength which I am going 
to work on during the winter." 

Of the rigors of contesting the 
championship he says, "The hardest 
thing to do is ride the ISDT and then 
come back and get right back into the 
groove for riding enduros. To ride the 
ISDT you must devote your mind and 
body to six days of discipline which is 
relatively different from, say, riding 
six enduros back to back. It's hard to 
describe, but you're out of sync a bit 
when you go back to riding enduros. 
What you need, realistically, is a com- 
plete layoff of two or three weeks 
before starting up again. Unfor- 
tunately, you can't do that." 


H usqvarna is well aware that 
Dick Burleson is a unique 
asset to their company. He is not a 
contracted rider as many people think, 
but an employee of the company. “I 
have never had a contract," he says. 

The job title (off road) competition 
coordinator is a rather encompassing 
one which involves riding, appearan- 
ces at dealer gatherings and other fun- 
ctions, responsibility for overseeing the 
off road effort (desert racing, Baja and 
MX are handled by others in the 
organization) and keeping an eye on 
Husqvarna riders in the field. 

In addition there is constant imput 
from Burleson to Husqvarna. (“Не is 
in.contact with the factory almost 
every week,” says product and 
technical manager Nils Arne Nilsson. 
Two weeks prior to the Swedish and 
West German ISDT's, Burleson was at 
the factory prepping bikes and doing 
other chores concerned with the ISDT 
effort. 

In 1978 Husqvarna was bought by 
Electrolux - a giant vacuum cleaner 
concern. It was thought at the time 
that the motorcycle end of the business 
might be closed down. It wasn't. In fact 
there is now more autonomy and 
things are smoother than before. 
"Husqvarna now knows where they 
stand and they are committed to us 
and our efforts. Things are much 
easier than they used to be." 

If you are a hero, sooner or later 
somebody will name something after 
you. Baseball's Reggie Jackson has a 
candy bar, road racer Giacomo 
Agostini has an after shave cologne 
and Dick Burleson has a line of riding 
clothing and accessories. "The items 
are what I use and have evolved over 
the years from what I found comfor- 
table, what lasted and what worked 
for me. It’s interesting seeing your 
name on an item.” 

Burleson is very quiet on the subject 
of money. If you press him with high 
figures - sources indicate that he 
makes over $40,000 per year - he will 
only shrug, smile and say “Husky takes 
care of me very well. Don't forget, 
there is a lot more to my job than just 
riding. Also, I've been with them for 
eight years." 


He is very loyal to Husqvarna and it 
shows. Still, other companies would be 
foolish not to try and tempt him away. 
"Sure, I've been approached by other

companies,” he answers. "1 have been 
for the past three years, but I haven't 
considered leaving. Their offers have 
been good, very good in some instan- 
ces. However, it would take more than 
money to make me change to another 
brand. I like’ Husky and they like me. 
We have a good relationship. It extends 
throughout the company. They are 
concerned about the bike and our off- 
road efforts as well as other facets of 
the sport. With a Japanese company, 
they might be here one season and 
gone the next. You never really know 
to what extent their involvement is.” 





ing Richard. The press and 

many others refer to Burleson 
by that name, but he doesn’t really like 
it. He doesn't really hate it either. 
Rather, it is an ambivalent stance that 
he takes. “If people choose to write 
about me as King Richard or call me 
King Richard that's fine. It's been 
done so much that 1 don't really see or 
hear it anymore." 


Perhaps it is because Burleson is so 


` down to earth that he disdains the 


title. Surely, he finds it hard to look 
back at his record of accomplishments 








and say that he is not deserving of the 
title. 

And what of the future? Like fine 
wine, cognac or scotch that gets better 
with age, so does Burleson. If he says 
that he has not hit his peak yet, that he 
is still improving, that he has no plans 
to retire, then believe him. 

It has been proven only too well by 
Dick Burleson that he is in a class by 
himself. Not one of a kind, he is too 
real for that. 

And yet he is one of a kind and 
perhaps this decade of greatness will 
be followed by another. °

Bob Hannah and Mike Bast have seven; Dick Burleson has six 
National Championships. And Marland Whaley has four — four of 
the last five American observed trials titles. 

Whaley saw 1979 as a year of reckoning after a sub-par '78 season. 
That off-year began with the termination of his 11-event victory skein 
in National competition. 

Another termination followed a few months later. This one was 
voluntarily initiated by Whaley. He switched to the two-stroke 
Montesa after three and one half years aboard the Honda four-stroke. 
As expected, it took time to readjust. Perhaps more time than 
Whaley had expected. He finished third in the National standings in 
1978, behind Bernie Schreiber and Lane Leavitt. 

And then the script writers for the Edge of Darkness got busy 
again. A couple of months after the National series concluded, a 
powersaw accident came close to terminating his riding career. 

But 1979 marked a return to form for the 21-year-old resident of 
Santee, CA, a suburb of San Diego. Marland bounced back to beat 
Schreiber in four of six National confrontations. He finished with six 
wins т eight starts and his fourth American Championship. 

A life on wheels began for Marland Whaley on a Christmas 
morning 11 years ago when the 10-year-old towhead found a Suzuki 
80 under the tree. A year later, he was on a Montesa Cota. Another 
two years found him a Montesa contract rider at age 13! 

In December of 1972, at age 14, he recovered from a poor morning 
showing at El Trial de Espana and underscored all riders, including 
winner Sammy Miller, in the afternoon exhibition sections. A few 
months later, fudging his age for an FIM license, he rode the Spanish 
world trials round. Later in the year he won the first of his four SoCal 
championships. 

Whaley was just 16 when he placed second in the first AMA/NATC 
National Series in 1974. He joined Honda's plunge into trials 
competition т 1975 and dethroned Lane Leavitt. That first National 
title required some theatrics as Marland won two of the last three 
events to scoot by Don Sweet. 

The year 1976 required another cavalry-to-the-rescue charge. 
Whaley moved from third place to first by winning the last three 
Nationals. During the year he also made a dazzling debut in world 





- trials by placing second at the U.S. round at Gold Bar, Washington. | 











In 1977, Whaley scored another second in the U.S. world round 
held in Michigan, and then added a fourth overseas to finish 10th in 
the world. However, it was on the homefront that he really 
overwhelmed all comers. Marland won all eight Nationals he rode to 
notch his third straight U.S. title. Tackling the Scottish Six Days he 
finished 13th, earning the second best newcomer award. And on two 
of the days he posted low score. 

Lane Leavitt ended Marland’s National victory string at the 
National Series opener in April of 1978. A month later in Scotland, 
intermittment bike problems forced Marland to retire. Instead of 
returning home, he flew to Spain to meet with Montesa officials. He 
resigned from Honda as soon as he got home. Whaley finished the 
year with just two National victories and spotty results in the world 
rounds he rode. 

Then in October, his powersaw hit a knot in some lumber, jumpd 
out of his hands and sliced into his knee cap. The sew-up required 
250 stitches. 

World competition т 1979 started dismally for Whaley with 
machine problems. His best placing in six rides was a third in Spain. 
Action in the states, however, went differently. Marland won two of 
the three rounds back east in May, losing the third on time penalty 
points. He rebounded from a disappointing showing in the World/ 
National round in Colorado to win a pair of Nationals in Texas. Two 
months later a win in Arizona clinched the title. He added another 
win at the finale at Donner Ski Ranch to top off the year — and 
possibly his National career. That six year National career, if it has 
indeed ended, shows a record of 25 wins in 48 starts, including a 
string of 19 wins in the last 27 trials. 

As 1980 approaches, Marland Whaley is at a pivotal point of his 
career. He finds little left to conquer in his homeland. The world 
arena beckons. No doubt the lure of the continent is in part fueled by 
the on-going 10 year rivalry with the rider, six months his junior, who 
now sits atop the world trials pile. Whaley and Schreiber have been 
going at each other since they were 11-years-old. Marland was the 
first to win the SoCal Championship and the first to win the 
American Championship. But Bernie was the first to win the biggest 
prize of all. No doubt his rival's recent successes supply some 
motivation for Marland's future plans. That was one of the topics 
covered after the V.O.T.E. Trick or Treat Trial this, past, October. 








Let's start with the decision to quit 
Honda last year. 

Well, that really wasn't a quit 
decision. It was a matter of wanting to 
start riding World Championship 
trials. After winning the U.S. Cham- 
pionship three times, it loses the ex- 
citement — except this year. It was 
like starting all over because I wanted 
to prove I could do it again. 

After finishing third in 1978. 

Last year was just a bad year all 
around for me. I couldn’t seem to get 
it together. I had a pretty good re- 
lationship with Honda while I was 
riding for them, but they wanted to 
keep me in the states. Montesa wanted 
to do both, so I saw a better future 
with Montesa. 

Did you make your decision to switch 
in Scotland? 

I would say yes. 

You had bike problems and had to 
drop out over there. 

That was kind of the icing on the cake. 
I then flew to Spain. I was keeping an 
open mind and wasn’t going to go 
unless I got exactly what I wanted. 
Montesa was very cooperative. I got 
more than I expected. 

A three and one half year contract? 

It was two and a half. 

And it guaranteed you the world 
rounds? 

Yes. 

Is there any performance standard 
you have to meet? 

The contract was for me to ride them 
all, unless it got to the point like the 
last two years where the American 
Championship was on the line. 
Montesa never had a National Cham- 
pionship before this year. 

I was second for them in '74 and then 
in '76 I edged out Don Sweet who was 
riding for them. 

You were still riding the 305 short- 
stroke when you left Honda? 

Yes. The 360 was waiting for me when 
I got back from overseas. I still had not 
signed anything with Montesa, but I 
sent in my 30-day resignation notice to 
Honda. 

How did you feel about the Honda 
prototype as far as production 
potential? 

That was another reason I didn’t stay 
with Honda. The pipeline had it that 
there was no way it would ever go into 
production. We were used as develop- 
ment riders. If you look at the new XR 
and XL series and some of their other 
street engines, you'll find they're based 
off our short-stroke trials bike. 


You would have ridden the 360 if 
you had stayed with Honda? 

Right, but I wanted to ride a produc- 
tion bike. I feel production is the only 
way to go. 

How good was the Honda prototype 
if the green light had come to go into 
production? 

It was an excellent bike. It would have 
been fantastic, except it had to be 
beefed up a bit. It was a little fragile 
and I think they had to get rid of the 
cough and spitting in the carburetion. 
But it was very close, a very acceptable 
bike. 


You went from four-stroke to two- 
stroke. How long did it take you to 
feel comfortable with the Montesa? 
I can honestly say I didn't feel really 
good until the beginning of this year. 
At first I could never seem to come to 
grips because the Honda would go so 
slow. I'd round a turn and shut off and 
I'd never have to use the brake. I'd 
find myself on the Montesa constantly 
freewheeling, slamming on the brake 
and being jerky, where with the 
Honda I could flow more. But then 
the Honda had its downfall when you 
went to gas it and go up something. It 
was geared so low to keep it such a 
good creeper that you had to pick up 
different gears. With the Montesa you 
can keep it open and go.

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Did you prepare differently for the 
Nationals this year? 

Right. That was my whole goal for this 
year, after having such a bad year, 
finishing third. I wanted to do it for 
Montesa too because they hadn't done 
it yet. Kind of a moral victory for me 
and them. I wanted to prove that I 
could do it again. 

Were you training harder physically 
or just preparing mentally? 

Mentally. That's what it always is. It 
always gets down to that. Strictly a 
mental game. I was more enthusiastic 
this year. 1 lost-a-lot-of enthusiasm 
toward the middle of last year. And 
for me enthusiasm 15 everything. 
Sammy Miller said so in his first book. 
Enthusiasm is the whole key to success. 
But I was kinda down last year. I had a 
lot of things in my life that didn't have 
to do with trials that were going really 
bad, and that hurt me too. 

Where did you wind up in the world 
campaign this year? 

Ninth. I didn't go to the last three 
rounds. 

You had a third in Spain. 

Right, and a fifth in Canada, an 
eighth in Colorado, a ninth in Italy 
and a 10th in Belgium. 

Is the world thing what you really 
want to do now? 

Now it is. To say that the U.S. Cham- 
pionship didn't make any difference 
would be foolish. It's still important. If 
you can't do one, you can't do the 
other. You just can't rule it out: oh, it's 
easier so it's not as good. Which isn't 
necessarily true. If it's easier, then it's 
easier for everyone, Everybody has the 
same chance. For me, now, the World 
Championship is what I want to con- 
centrate on after winning the U.S. 
Championship four times. This was 
the last year [ really wanted to do it, 
put that last effort in before I officially 
retired from it. 

You're thinking of pulling out? 

I'm not going to ride the Nationals in 
1980 at all. 

Are you going to base in England? 
Live in England. As of now everything 
looks A okay. ГИ be basing out of 
Renthal, near Sandiford's (the British 
Montesa importer). Renthal has a 
factory where I can work on my bike. 
As far as parts, I get all that from the 
factory. 

Are you going to get an ACU license 
and ride the British Nationals and 
Championships? 

I've already applied for it. 

So it will be you and Bernie over 
there. 

I applied for the license two weeks ago 
and they can't really deny me now that 
Schreiber has gotten one. I plan on 
living there from January until 
November of next year. 


So the top two finishing riders won’t 
be riding the Nationals next year. 
How do you see the Nationals going? 
I think there are going to be a lot of 
people jumping in that we haven't seen 
for a while. I think it's going to be 
anybody's ballgame and bring back 
some riders. The only thing I can see 
wrong with the Nationals — and it's 
not anybody's fault, or anything 
anybody can do — the country is so 
big and gas has gotten so expensive. 
The trials themselves are reasonable, 
$20, but the price of gas...Like if I 
was an amateur, going out and doing 
it, I would find it very difficult taking 
that much time out from my work and 
then paying out all that expense 
money. It's terrible! But I don't know 
what you can do to bring the country 
together. If you bring it down to just a 
couple of days for a one week series, 
that's not fair, because a rider can be 
off and it's hard to get back in. Like 
for me, if I've had a bad day I like to 
take a month off to regain some 
confidence. I don't know what the 
answer is. I think they have done a 






































good job so far. The current set up is 
the only fair way. Each part of the 
country has its chance to shine. It's just 
the growing cost of gas and motels. I 
do think that now this championship is 
going to be wide open, it's going to stir 
up a lot of interest from people who 
were always close. I see at least three or 
four riders who are capable of winning 
It, 

Who? 

Stites. Leavitt, if he rides. Burke's also 
a possibility. Curt Comer and Jeff 
Fish. And possibly Mark Eggar if he 
decides to ride again. And Mike 
Griffitts if he comes back. . 

You cut your knee open with a 
powersaw a year ago. How long did it 
take to recover? 

The doctor told me no walking for a 
couple of months because I cut into 
the knee cap itself. I said: a couple of 
months? I have trials coming up. It 
kept getting stiffer and stiffer. I could 
hardly bend that knee after four days. 
It just locked up solid. So I started 
going for walks and doing the exercises 
he told me to do. I put a pad over it, 
left the stitches in and went riding. I 
rode the Trick or Treat last year three 
and one half weeks after the accident. 
I was just forcing myself to go on after 
a while. 

The saw cut into the knee bone, but 
just got the flesh, right? 

If it had been another quarter of an 
inch to the right I probably never 
could have ridden again. There's a 
main tendon that controls the knee. 
He said if that tendon had been cut, it 
could have snapped at any time. If 
that happens it takes years to get it 
back so you can pull on it again. I was 
just really lucky. 

Has Europe brought any changes to 
your riding style? 

There's a lot more aggression, more 
forceful riding than years before. 
More momentum. 

What about physical training? 

A lot of running now. I never did a 
whole lot, but now I'm getting into 
distance running, putting in 60 miles a 
week. I have running partners now so I 
stay interested. We generally do a four- 
miler one day alternating with a 12- 
miler the next. We're going to run a 
marathon eventually. 

Still do the weight training? 

I get hot on that for about a month 
and then back off. 

Some say that weight training can 
hurt a trials rider. 

That was my best year, '77, when I was 
really into it. Not a lot of heavy lifting. 
Just daily lifting and eating a lot of 
protein. Tons of eggs and milk. I 
gained 20 pounds in three months, 
went to 185, and decided to back off. 
The weight training didn't hurt me at 
all. It's just a matter of finding time 
for it now. I feel the running is far 
more beneficial for me. 

Any other exercises, or just running 
and riding? 

ГИ get on these kicks for awhile, but 
between the riding and the running 
I'm so tired I'm good for about 10 
pounds on the weights. 

So next year is a full assault on the 
world schedule? 

It'll actually be my first year for giving 
it full concentration with a go-for-it 
attitude. I’m going to buy my own саг 
and go my own way completely. No 
more traveling with Spaniards and 
Team Manana. 

Will you have someone to work on 
your bike in England? 

For the normal maintenance, unless I 
have a big problem, I'm better off 
maintaining it myself. I prepare all my 
National bikes. Nobody is going to 
look after your bike as well as you are. 
No one is more interested. They may 
be more skillful, but they won't be as 
interested and they may overlook 
something like that engine plug in 
Ireland this year. It wasn't tightened 





properly, fell out and the ignition side 
got filled with mud. 
Looking at your record and Bernie's 
in U.S. competition, there's a 
glaring contrast. You've won 27 
Nationals and Bernie's won eight. 
Yet in world competition Bernie's 
won eight and you've yet to win. 
There seems to be a trend there, 
doesn't there? 
Why does he do better in the world? 
Why do you beat him in the 
Nationals? 
When I come to a National I feel 
really calm and relaxed. I've done it 
all on my own. I've prepped the bike 
myself and I'm traveling the way I 
want to travel. When I’ve gone to 
Europe, Гуе often been with people 
I'n not completely happy with, and 
the bike is often not prepared as well. 
So the deck has been stacked against 
me. I'd lose enthusiasm. Even when I 
was riding for Honda 1 prepared my 
bikes unless it was some major break- 
down. Generally I felt better knowing 
I had done it myself. So I'll be running 
my own show next year and, 
hopefully, that will solve the past 
problems. 
In the Nationals you do better in the 
low point trials that seem to acquire 
more concentration to avoid mistakes 
you can't make up for. Do you have 
better concentration than the other 
riders, or what? 
Not really. I blow the easier sections 
like anybody else. 
There must be some reason why you 
win so consistently. 
Enthusiasm and preparation are really 
it. Overseas this year I had this dirty 
bike that usually sat outside on a 
trailer in the salt and snow. That’s how 
it was for the first six rounds. The bike 
sat outside. We were always late. I 
never stayed where I wanted to. 
So you haven’t had that same 
enthusiasm you feel at home at a 
world round. 
No, I'd go to a world round and I felt 
like second string. It's just the way I 
had to travel. Like the last round I 
rode in Italy. I travelled with Felix 
Krahnstover, the German. He thinks 
more like I do and we got along pretty 
good. On the first loop I had a pretty 
substantial lead going into the last 
:couple of sections, but then the 
support crew wasn't where they said 
they were going to be with the gas and 
I missed them. I had to hurry and it 
was five-five-five. I was in third after 
that lap anyway, but still it blew a 
good chance for me. I thought it 
would finally be my first world win. 
So, for me, the only answer is to go on 
my own, just like Schreiber did last 
year. He travels his own way. He 
doesn't rely on Spaniards. He drives 
his own van. 
Are the world sections that much 
more dificult? Ном are they 
different? 
They are more difficult, but I 
wouldn't say there's an extremely big 
difference. I feel that the time factor is 
very crucial. Any time you have to look 
at the sections very quickly, it makes it 
harder to ride. I know it does for me. 
I'll look at my watch and see it's almost 
impossible for me to make it if 1 want 
to study all the sections. But I'm trying 
to work on that now, to speed things 
up. And I'm practicing riding in 
higher gears. I do all the slow practice 
sections in second and third gears now; 
just drag the clutch and try to get used 
to riding on ice, because that's the way 
it is. First gear just won't cut it. 
How well do you think you'll do next 
year? 
Oh, I like to look at it optimistically. I 
just don't know. ГИ give it my best shot 
and whatever happens, happens. I am 
looking forward to going. And this is 
the first time I have really looked 
forward to going to Europe. In the

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Mammoth to Benton: Tripping 
over the history of Mono County

Ride part of an old stage route, explore ruins 
of the silver mines on Blind Spring Hill, visit 
one of the oldest buildings in the county and 
soak in a hot spring. You and your scooter will 


get plenty dusty during the 117.5 
miles ride but it's fun and inter- 
esting dust. There's quite a bit 
to see in the eastern back country 
of Mono County which was founded 
on April 24, 1861. 

Mono means “beautiful” in the 
Piute Indian language. Many of its 
early towns have worn to dust; a 
jumble of weather beaten boards and 
broken foundations. The old towns 
still standing are interesting to explore 
and the inhabitants are very friendly. 

During the ride you will have to 
travel about 15 miles on pavement 
(state highway and county type) but 


you can cut it to seven if you pack your 


own lunch. There is no gasoline for the 
first 60 miles and very little water, at 
least of the drinkable type. You will 
need an Inyo National Forest map, a 
little luck, and a good riding partner. 
If you are new to the area, take a 
compass; the route can be deceptive. 
I've gotten to know the landmarks and 
have been lost only once in seven years 
— that was in a dune buggy. If you're 
ready, let's gas up and go. 

The ride starts at Old Mammoth 
Road and the Sherwin Creek Road. 
Follow the dirt road south, past the 
USFS facility, then head east. About 
five miles out, go right at the fork. It's 
two track gravel and runs east along 
the base of Laurel Mountain. It will 
come out at Highway 395 and Convict 
Lake Road. 

Cross 395 to the airport and follow 
the good dirt road north, then 
northeast past the hot springs and the 
dump. After about 15 miles you come 
to a paved road, sometimes called 
Whitmore Road. It comes down from 
395 and you could use it but it carries 
a considerable amount of traffic. Turn 
left and at 16.8 miles you'll be at 
Benton Crossing. 

The original crossing, several miles 
south, was part of the Benton- 
Mammoth wagon road. Built in 1878, 
its now covered by the waters of 
Crowley Lake. Part of the remaining 
road up through Watterson and 
Wildrose Canyons will be used on your 
ride. б 


Stay on the pavement and head 
southeast for four miles to an 
unmarked road on your left. If you 
want, ride the gully on either side of 
the asphalt but watch for old barbed 
wire, obsidian chips and broken 
bottles. These things are tough on 
tires. 

At the dirt road turn left and 
proceed east about .6 miles to a large 
metal gate. Go through and please 
close it. Continue straight ahead. 
Shortly after the gate we passed a 
Basque sheep camp with hundreds of 
big woolies. Slow down and be quiet if 
you come to areas with any sheep or 
cattle; they get a little excited at the 
sight of a scooter. 

At 24.7 miles you'll find Watterson 
Troughs. All that's left now is a cattle 
loading ramp, but the troughs were 
owned by the Watterson brothers who 
were both famous and infamous 50 or 
so years ago. 

Ride up the steep pitch and soon 
you come to a road marked 3S01A. 
We went up that road a couple of 
years ago to Glass Mountain (article in 
Cycle News, February 23, 1977). 
Continue east and in a few miles you'll 
enter a wide valley. On the way you 
pass Deer Spring. When we rode past, 
the USFS was working on the spring 
and a new pipeline. They gave us the 
"thumbs up" sign and cautioned us 
not to fall into the pipe ditch. 


At about 29 miles you reach 
Wildrose Road, marked as 2$84 on the 
map. Turn right for .8 miles to the 
sign showing Moran Spring. At this 
junction turn left. After a couple of 
miles a fork appears. We went left, but 
you can go to the right down Chidago 
Canyon and the roads rejoin later. If 
you do go right it's easy to make a 
wrong turn and end up heading for 
Bishop. We made our left turn and 
soon passed the ruins of the Sierra 
Vista Mine and then up a side canyon 
we spotted several buildings of the 
Long Chance Mine. 

At 37 miles you start to enter Red 
Rock Canyon. Just before we hit the 
canyon a large Texas type jackrabbit 
hopped out on the road апа became 


our pacer. The goofy critter must have 
thought he was a champion miler. I 
speeded up but his gear ratio was 
better — he out-dragged me for the 
next 220 yards. Finally, he cut a sharp 
90 and headed south through the ding 
weeds. 

We stopped in the canyon for some 
pictures and discovered a screw in the 
360's speedo had disappeared, most 
likely into the innards. We took out 
the cable, not wanting to grind up any 
gears, and this was the only problem 
we had all day. 

After you clear the canyon, bear 
towards the south a tad. On USFS 
maps dated 1972 the Red Rock 
Petroglyphs are shown. On 1979 maps 
they have been deleted. They're 
located at the boundary of Sections 27 
and 34 and look like they've been 
abandoned. Although they’re in a very 
sorry state, these petroglyphs are 
interesting to view — try to picture 
what they must have looked like 
hundreds of years ago. In past years 
vandals, no good nic's and just plain 
dummies have left their marks. It's no 
wonder the USFS and BLM left them 
off the new maps. 

While at the 'glyphs', looking east 
you are able to see almost the full 
length of the White Mountains. The 
tallest peak is 14,246 feet high, the 
third highest in California. For some 
reason I never tire of looking at them. 
Years ago I stood on the top of White 
Mountain Peak. Maybe that's the 
reason. 

On leaving the petroglyphs head 
northwest towards Yellowjacket Spring 
(look at your map) about six miles 
away. After a few miles you will come 
to a paved road, coming up from 
Highway 6, at this point go left. It's 
paved only to the Black Rock Mine off 
to the west. Follow the pavement and 
near the top of the hill watch for a 
small sign reading Williams Ranch; go 
to the right. At the bottom you will 
find the ranch and also Yellowjacket 
Spring. They have a few horses and 
are starting an alfalfa spread. We met 
one of the owners and he tried to give 
us a dog. It was a nice dog, if you're a 
dog lover. I'm not. Besides, he 
couldn't ride a bike. 

As you leave the ranch you are in 
the south end of Blind Spring Valley. 
Approximately five miles north, after 
passing а pumice quarry, an 
unmarked, illdefined road heads off to 
the right. You'll be able to make out 
parts of it on the hillside to the east. 
This road heads on up Blind Spring 
Hill. It's very steep and very rocky. 





Information about the hill will state 
that all roads to the top are 
impassable. Not so. They're bad, but 
okay for bikes. 


Blind Spring Hill started to boom 
around 1862. The story is that several 
thousand men worked the mines in 
their heyday. From 1862 to 1888, four 
to five million dollars in silver was 
pulled from the earth. Two of the 
biggest mines were the Cornicopia and 
the Diana. I've seen pictures of the 
Diana Mine; we looked but couldn't 
find it. Maybe you'll have better luck. 
We did find some remains of a couple 
of stone houses and what looked like 
the foundation of a small mill. 

Off the hill and another few miles 
north you reach Highway 120 and 
Benton Hot Springs. The combination 
store-gas station was the Wells Fargo 
office and is one of the oldest buildings 
in town. The hot springs were very 
popular a hundred years ago and 
flowed 400 gpm's at a warm 135? F. 
The town was the main supply point 
for all the mines in the area; some as 
far as 75 miles away. You can get gas, 
a soda or a few nicknacks, but if you 
want to eat, go to the right down the 
pavement four miles east to Benton 
(also called Benton Station on some 
maps) at the junction of Highways 120 
and 6. 

We took off for Benton for a 
sandwich, took on a little gas and 
spent 15 minutes watching the 
gentleman running the place. He was 
gas pumper, cook, waiter, cashier and 
ran the store — all at the same time. It 
was quite a show. For you railroad 
buffs the Carson and Colorado 
Railroad use to pass through Benton. 
Before we left we walked across 
Highway 6 and looked for the old 
right-of-way. But it’s so dim, you can 
barely see it. 

We returned to Benton Hot Springs 
and readied ourselves for the trip 
back. As before, there is no gas or 
water till Mammoth, over 50 miles 
away. Head west on 120, pavement, 
for about three miles. Just after the top 
of the hill, dirt road 2584 takes off to 
the left, down Wildrose Canyon. From 
this point just follow it back to the 
road you used coming down from Deer 
Spring. If you wish, continue on 2584 
and follow it through Watterson 
Canyon. The canyon route after a few 
miles is paved all the way back to 
Benton Crossing. We took the canyon 
just to be different and to run a little 
longer course. 

On leaving the crossing retrace your 
tire tracks back towards Mammoth. 
On the way, stop at Hot Creek for a 
dip in the hot pools. They now have a 
nice little kiosk in which to change. 
Some of the bikinis we saw were about 
the size of course ribbon I've seen on a 
few enduros. If you're not too weak or 
old, walk down the hill to have a look 
or take a good soak. After the swim it's 
back to Mammoth and the end of a 
fun ride. It would be a good family 
ride, but I'd leave the little kids and 
those without DMV passes at camp 
because of the pavement riding 
involved. 

We rode 117.5 miles and for you 
mileage freaks, my 185cc used only 1.9 
gallons for 61.8 mpga. The photog's 
360сс used 3.4 for a 34.5 mpga. If he 
hadn't refueled at Benton, 1 figure he 
would've run dry at the airport, nine 
miles from the end. 

The weather was fantastic with an 
almost cloudiess sky. We rode on a 
weekday and only passed, or were 
passed, by five vehicles on the entire 
trip. It was super. 

As mentioned, you'll need an Inyo 
National Forest map. 0565 Topo 
maps that you can use are: Mt. 
Morrison, Calif., Casa Diablo Mt. 
Calif., White Mt. Peak, Calif., Glass 
Mt. Calif.-Nev., and Benton, Calif.- 
Nev., quadrangles. ®

On August 31st, the bill was ap- 
proved 37-0 by the entire Senate. 

On. September 5th, the bill was 
again approved ‘bythe €ntire 
Assembly on a 73-0 vote concur- 
ring in Senate amendments. 

On September 20th, California's 
esteemed (?) Governor vetoed the 
bill for the reason that he felt 
the California land-use agencies 
had not proven to him:that they 
could. control these public lands 
any better than the BLM. Can 
you believe that? The stupid jerk 
doesn't even realize that he is 
directly responsible for these 
land-use agencies that he doesn't 
feel are adequate! Of course, he 
has only had six years to do some- 
thing about it! 

Well, I still haven't told you wy I 
am pissed... so here it is! The 
October 24th issue of Cycle News 
carried a two-page article written by 
Dale Brown telling you all about AB 
1407 and even included a list of State 
Legislators and their addresses.

We still háve this one last 
opportunity to kick the BLM out of 
California! 

But, it won't just happen. In fact. it 
won't happen at all, unless each and 
every one of us takes the time to either 
telephone, or write, our State 
Legislators telling them to support the 
override of AB 1407. What's that you 
said? You're too busy? You don't know 
how? Let George do it? Well, look 
here, Buster . . . Dale Brown told you 
how in the October 24th issue of Cycle 
News. And if it really isn't in you to 
write a letter, then make a simple 
telephone call to both your State 
Senator and your State Assemblyman 
at their District (local) Office, and 
these numbers can be found in your 
telephone directory white pages under 
"California, State of’ in the sub- 
headings "Assembly" and "Senate."

Even though the Dale Brown article 
has been in print for six weeks, my 
lobbying efforts at the State Capitol 
have only turned up about a dozen 
letters that have been received by our 
legislators.

Both 
M.O.R.E. and CORVA have written 
letters in support of their respective 
organizations to each of the 120 State 
Legislators — but that is not enough! 

We need thousands of such letters 
and telephone calls . . . a real "blitz." 
Are you up to it? Just remember . . . 

Write and ride... don't write, 
don't ride! 

Thought for the day: We all 
support the Phantom Duck. Right? 
Well, if it wasn't for the BLM there 
wouldn't even be a need for the 
Phantom Duck. Think about it!

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Harden takes 
Beatty to Vegas 
victory

BEATTY-LAS VEGAS, NV. NOV. 24 
Team Husqvarna's Scot Harden 
won the San Gabriel Valley 
M.C.'s 130-mile Beatty to Vegas 
hare and hound, taking the lead 
amidst confusion when the trail mark- 
ing disappeared shortly before the 
finish. 

Before that, Nevada's Kevin Welch 
and California's Bruce Ogilvie had 
been leading the show. Welch suffered 
the most from getting lost; he dropped 
to fifth. Ogilvie found the finish in 
time to place. second, while KTM's 
Bob Balentine, back after a broken 
pelvic bone, took third. - 

The race started in Beatty, east of 
Death Valley. While SGVMC . was 
expecting a full 500-rider entry, they 
only came up with 107 and all riders 
started together. The turnout did 
include four riders from the Seattle, 
WA area. 

Riding a big-bore Can-Am, Welch 
took the lead at the smokebomb, with 
Ogilvie and his Dale's Modern Cycle 
Yamaha settling into second. 

Welch held the lead as the course 
went through a well-marked 40 miles 
and into the first pit, There, Ogilvie 
took over the lead and rode in front for 
the next 80 miles to the third pit. But

the "Big O" couldn't find his gas 
truck, and while he was foraging for 
gas, Welch took over. 

Harden was staying up in the top 
five despite two flats on different 
occasions. 

As the leaders approached the finish 
near Sloan, west of Las Vegas, the 
ribbon disappeared — totally. The 
sponsoring club believed that a local 
resident — angry over an unauthorized 
sports car race in the area the previous 
weekend — had removed the ribbon to 
try and prevent a repeat of such a 
happening. After the first four or five 
riders had finished and reported on 
the missing ribbon, SGVMC's Chuck 
Cartledge re-ribboned the course 
backwards from the finish line. 

But that didn't prevent the confusion 
among the leaders. Welch, Ogilvie, 
and Harden all attempted. different 
ways of finding the finish, and Harden 
did it first, getting there three minutes 
before Ogilvie. Balentine, riding easy 
in his first race back, advanced during 
the confusion from fifth to. third, 
despite almost running out of gas 
before the finish. 

A steady pace netted Kem Park a 
fourth overall finish, and a win in the 
250cc Expert class. Welch came in 
fifth. 

Sixth overall was SCORE racer Sam 
Bass, who at 46, rode in the regular 
class rather than the Seniors. Bass' 
normal SCORE racing partner, Casey 
Folks, Jr., was appropriately seventh 
overall, and first in the Open Veteran 
class. 

"Elderly" SCORE racers were out in

force for this race. Finishing ninth 
overall, behind Wes Anderson, Jr., 
was Class 30 co-winner in the Baja 
1000, John Watkins, and he took first 
in the Open Senior class. Rounding 
out the top 10 was Open Vet Bill 
Saltzman. 

Nine of the top 10 were Open class 
machines, so in 11th, Paul Christensen 
took second 250cc Expert. Pie plate 
Amateur Dennis Boone followed in 
12th. 

Second Open Senior was Morris 
Norman at 13th overall, followed by 
Open Experts Mike Ewy (pie plate) 
and Jay Orendorff. 

Charlie Hamill kept his 175cc 
Yamaha singing, and recorded the 
"C" class victory by finishing 16th 
overall. Senior Expert Bob Doig, 
250cc Expert Dan Ashcraft and Open 
Expert Chris Morgan followed Hamill. 

Bruce Lewellyn, riding in the Senior 
Open Expert ranks, finished 20th, 
followed Бу Big Piney,  WY's 
ambassador to the desert, 54-year-old 
Ken Guio. 

Dan Powell finished behind Guio to 
take first Novice, his 250cc machine 
taking the flag 16 places ahead of 
Danny Anderson. Brian Sweany took 
C Novice laurels. 

Powell should do well as an Amateur, 
because finishing in his wake were 
250cc Amateurs Tim Fagg, Chuck 
Stearns and Jack Chestnut (pie plate). 

Trudy Beck again came up the 
winner in the Women's Division, and 
topped brother Oren by four places. 
Oren was the only male Trailbiker to 
finish.

northeast over the sand dam and into 
the BLM Snake (a portion laid out by 
BLM around private land and artifact 
aras.)

Glover, Locey 
Breker bag 
$1500 MX

VALENCIA, CA, DEC. 2 

With a $1500 Pro purse up for 
grabs, over 75 of the best Cali- 
fornia Professional motocrossers 
came out to Indian Dunes for 
the California Racing Club's Indian 
Dunes race on a revised International 
track. Included in the list of entries 
were a number of factory riders, 
headed by 125cc National MX 
Champion Broc Glover and former 
Moto-X Fox rider Donnie Cantaloupi, 
both out testing their new factory 

Yamaha works bikes, and Kawasaki's 
newest rider, Goat Breker. 

With top names in the ranks, it was 
a tough day in every Pro class. The 
best race came in the 125cc Pro class, 
where three riders fought head to head 
for 24 grueling laps. That trio was John 
O'Mara, Jimmy Holley and the king of 
the one-two-fives, Broc Glover. In 
round one O'Mara took the holeshot 
on his factory Mugen and immediately 
ran away, proving without a doubt 
that he was the fastest of all the Pros 
Sunday. He spent the entire moto 
pulling away from a great battle 
between Glover and Yamaha support 
rider Holley. Holley slipped out in 
front of Glover in the early rounds, but 
Broc caught him and pressured 
intensely for the last three laps of the 
moto. It looked as if Glover would 
overtake Holley in a series of passing 
attempts, but nothing could shake 
Holley up, and he held off Glover by a 
mere three feet at the checkered. 

Moto two was another three-rider 
runaway. This time, however, Holley 
had the holeshot with O'Mara right 
behind and Glover a distant third. 
O'Mara quickly pulled up to Holley 
and the duo began a series of wild 
passes and repasses in their bids for the 
lead. O'Mara made his first pass in the 
final turn of lap two, but as they 
headed up to the tower jump and the 
finish line, Holley shot outside and 
passed O'Mara right back in mid-air. 
A lap later O'Mara got by again, this 
time in the right hander at the end of 
the front straight. But as they headed 
up the straight that followed, 
O'Mara's Mugen Honda seemed to 
break. It appreared that the rear end 
was hopping wildly, and the engine 
was sputtering to boot. Holley flew 
right by at the end of the straight, and 
O'Mara tried in vain to hold on. 
Glover slipped by soon after, as did 
A.J. Whiting. 

Up front was an extremely tough 
fight for first place, in which Holley 
was fighting frantically to hold off 
Glovers factory machine. In the 
sandwash just past the halfway point 


in the race, Glover outpowered Holley 
in the straight, and took off into the 
lead. Holley did not by any means give 
up or sit back after that. Instead, he 
pressured the champ and hounded 
him for the remainder of the moto. In 
a beautiful. execution of the block 
pass, Holley got back around Glover in 
the sandwash near the closing laps of 
the race, but Glover proved why he is 
number one by cutting underneath 
Holley's pass, and getting right back in 
front of the support rider. Holley 
pulled the block a couple more times 
but each time Glover knew how to 
handle them, and he got back around. 
The checkers came out with Glover the 
winner, Holley second, Whiting third, 
Ron Turner fourth and O'Mara fifth. 


In the 250cc Pro race, Donnie 
Cantaloupi collided with Gary Denton 
in the first turn and went down hard, 
injuring his left ankle, and the red flag 
was brought out. Cantaloupi did not 
make the restart, and Denton DNF the 
race as well. In the first moto finals it 
was Tim Locey with the win ahead of 
Goat Breker, Bobby Kline, Broc 
Glover and Ron Turner. 

But round two saw Glover get out 
front and go for the moto win. Locey 
hung in for second and thus took the 
overall, while Turner picked up a 
third and fourth overall. Bobby 
Kline's fourth earned him third 
overall, while Denton came back to 
pick up fifth. 


For the crowded Open motos, 
Yamaha's Joe Root gave everybody a 
big surprise when he holeshot the first 
moto and pulled away from the pack. 
Standard Crank’s Clark Jones reeled 
him in, however, and in their battle 
for the lead, Jones slipped by and 
immediately after that Root buried 
himself into the sand. When he got 
back up, Goat Breker was right 
behind, and he went around Root and 
set out after Jones. In the last few laps 
Breker pulled up to Jones and got by 
for the win. Mark White picked up 
third, ahead of Bill Ovellette and Mike 
Wickersham. 


Moto two was another Breker romp 
as he went on for the win and overall. 
Ovellette out-rode Jones for second, 
but Jones’ third gave him the runner- 
up overall position. Mark White rode 
a consistent fourth, while Moto-X Fox 
rider Tony DiStefano, yes, the Tony 
D, picked up a hard-earned fifth after 
five crashes in the sandwash on his 
new Husqvarna ride.

Sizzlin’ Six takes 
three at SRA GP

Clear skies, the aid of a good 
water truck and an excellent 
course provided great conditions 
for riders participating in SRA's 
last race for 1979.

"Racin' Jason" was obviously 
having problems and lost more ground 
each of the. six laps. Bellflower 
Yamaha's Dave Trager took a close 
second, claiming first Amateur, while 
Shannon Shablin (Yam) claimed 
third, first Novice. Jeff Frazier (Suz) 
took an easy first Beginner, eighth 
overall, after his competition Scott 
Geilenfeld went out on the fifth lap. 
The 250cc bikes were second on the 
schedule and what a race. Mike Baker 
(Can-Am) led for the first lap, but 
Sixbery (Yam), Craig Adams (KTM), 
Scott Kinnier and Danny Sanchez 
(KTM) were close, and it was still 
anybody's race. On the second lap 
Sizzlin' Six began a heavy battle with 
Baker which lasted for several laps. 
From lap four on it was Sixbery all the 
way, doing seven-minute laps. Six- 
bery, who is an Expert in the desert 
and has been riding competitively for 
15 years, rides his Yamaha for Zubers 
Yamaha out of Covina. He is also 
aided by Sun Shot Shirts and Dura- 
lube. After the fourth lap, Baker 
settled into a comfortable second. 
Kinnier and Adams battled right 
down to the wire where Kennier 
claimed third, Adams fourth and 
Danny Sanchez, who was recuperating 
from a dislocated shoulder, took fifth. 


Top Amateurs were Karl Davis, Steve: 


Glatts and Robin Busse. Novice 
honors went to Brady Newton, Bill 
Easley and Brian Statham. The top 
Beginners were Chuck Hermansen, 
David Furbush and Stepan McElvana. 

The first lap of the Open bikes 
found Sixbery (Yam) апа Eric 
MacCracken (Hus). way out front, 
doing their thing side by side. Craig 
Adams (KTM), George Luther (Suz) 
and Roland Dean (KTM) were each 
making a bid for third. Adams, who is 
usually out front, was obviously having 
problems. He was shifting only when 
absolutely necessary and when he did 
shift it was with his hand. Sixbery soon 
showed the back to back races weren't 
slowing him down any and he 
increased his lead over MacCracken. 
The unbelievable Adams moved out 
into a comfortable third even though 
it was later learned that his foot had 
been broken in the earlier race. Dean 
went out with engine problems and 
Luther (who used to monopolize the 
200cc class but now only rides an 
occasional race) took an unchallenged 
fourth. Amateurs were claimed by 
Jerry Seeley (Hus), Lou Duplessis and 
Bob Hueth.

Movie Review: 
Quadrophenia: 
Easy Rider 
of the 70's

When Easy Rider came out 10 
years ago, it made a contempor- 
ary statement about a certain 
lifestyle in America. There haven't 
been any movies like it since, except 
for Quadrophenia, with some qualifi- 
cation, being the exception. 
Quadrophenia isn't a biker movie, 
but if it were made in America, it 
would probably have turned out that 
way. Motorcycles are not the stars — 
in fact, rock and roll plays a heavy 
part — but they add vital substance to 
the characters who make the story. 
They are highly visible throughout the 
movie but they aren't used as 
gimmicks. Instead, they are used for 
their value as symbolic reflections of 
two violently opposed groups of British 





youth, the Mods and Rockers who 
fought each other during the mid- 
1960's. i 

The movie is about Jimmy (played 
by Phil Daniels), a young Mod who 
gets caught up in the happenings of 
the time dominated by the Mod and 
Rocker wars. Mods wore suits, had 
short hair, popped pills (mostly speed, 
which the British call "leapers"), and 
rode garishly outfitted motor-scooters. 
Their arch-enemies, the Rockers, 
dressed in black leather, wore jack 
boots, had duck tail hair do’s and rode 
Triumphs; they had personalities that 
makes “the Fonz” look like a Boy 
Scout. Despite their intense hatred for | 
each other, both groups lived life to 
the ragged edge, life which 
culminated in their weekend riots at 
resort towns. 

Jimmy experiences this with the 
intense desperation of youth on the 
brink of exploding or falling apart. He 
epic pops pills, drinks, fights with 

is parents (who are indifferent to 
him) and Rockers. The confusion that 
tules his life comes out as he runs while 
some Mods beat up a friend, who also 
happens to be a Rocker. 

This lifestyle comes to its climax 
when Jimmy and other Mods go to the 
seaside resort of Brighton to have it 
out with the Rockers in one huge riot 
which wrecks the town. There, he falls 
for a girl, but it’s the peak for Jimmy 
before the long slide down. The riot 
gets him fired from his job and kicked 
out of his house; the girl dumps him. 
Jimmy later has an accident on his 
scooter, the prize of his life, and 
wrecks it. He desperately, aimlessly, 
returns to Brighton where, after 
stealing another scooter, makes his 
ultimate statement, in one crashing 
moment, about the futility of his 
lifestyle. 

As mentioned before, motorcycles 
aren't gimmicks in this movie; they 
serve as much as symbols of the 
characters’ lives as they do for trans- 
portation. Mods' scooters are covered 
with stickers, tons of chrome, have at 
least two headlights and carry a dozen 
rear-view mirrors.. The Rockers 
rumble about on their big black 
Triumphs which look every bit as 
menacing as their owners, The Mods 
sound like a pack of angry wasps when 
they gang together on their scooters; 
when the Rockers take to the road, 
they sound like a flight of B-29's. 


Quadrophenia is based upon the 
1973 album of the same name by the 
Who, famous for a movie based on 
another album of theirs called 
Tommy. But, unlike Tommy, 
Quadrophenia is not a rock and roll 
opera; instead, the music serves as a 
backdrop for the action, characters 
and story on screen. 

The movie does have its faults. The 
story is depressing and is confusing at 
the end, and the Cockney accent with 
which many of the characters speak is 
so thick you almost need an interpreter. 
But, then, Quadrophenia is not a 
movie that was made to be easily 
understood in the first place, much 
less designed for the American 
audience. 

On the other hand, it is the best 
example since Easy Rider of how an 
intelligent statement of lifestyle is 
made via motorcycles without being 
stupid or hokey. Quadrophenia also 
has good photography and direction 
(by Franc Roddam) which tries its best 
to tell a tale of recent English history. 
Then there is the rock music of the 
Who, along with several other groups 
of the mid-60’s, which sets the tone of 
the period excellently. 

If you want to see a movie which is 
more than rock, motorcycles or gang 
fighting could offer individually; if 
you want a movie with a challenging 
theme and content, then 
Quadrophenia is worth watching... @

Dirt Diggers 
Lilliputian enjoys 
another ‘‘big’’ year

SACRAMENTO, CA, DEC. 2 
Some members of the Dirt Dig- 
gers North Motorcycle Club have 
a title of endearment for their 
annual Lilliputian European 
Scrambles race; they call it the “Lilli- 
put-put." It may be a convenient way 
of referring to the popular event, but 
it hardly describes the intensity of a 
race that traditionally draws more 
than 400 riders from all over northern 
California to its Prairie City Off- 
Highway Vehicle Park home. 

For the second consecutive year, the 














Dirt Diggers donated proceeds from 
the race to the United Cerebral Palsy 
Association |. of Sacramento/Yolo 
Counties as a part of UCP's annual 
January telethon (to be nationally tele- 
vised Jan. 12-13 by ABC). According 
to Dirt Digger’s Treasurer, Doug 
Good, proceeds from this year's event 
will not be known until all the cost 
figures are determined. But if their 
donation is even close to last year's, the 
Dirt Diggers will once again be one of 
the telethon's major contributors. 

"Last year the Dirt Diggers’ donation 
of $2,400 in race proceeds made the 
club one of our largest individual con- 
tributors,” said Bill Pettet, 
Sacramento/Yolo County president of 
UCP. “The association really appreci- 
ates the efforts of the club.” 

To the riders who participate in the 
Lilliputian race, it's probably as much 
a good time as it is a serious 
competitive event. That doesn’t mean 
the racing isn't serious — far from it. 
This year's Lilliputian was highlighted 
by two excellent contests with two 
familiar names winding up in the 
winner's circle; cross country ace 
Charlie Marshall and Team Suzuki's 
Darrell Shultz. 

The weather was superb for this 
eighth annual race. Jackets were 
discarded by 10 a.m. as the sun 
beamed down on more than 400 riders 
and an unexpectedly large contingent 
of spectators. 

The first of the 90 minute races got 
underway on schedule as the 125cc 
classes (Novice, Junior and Expert) 
went off the grassy line, several 
hundred yards from the pit area. 

Dirt Digger Vice President, Bruce 
Young, raised a 12-gauge shotgun, 
and squeezed the trigger three times to 
send all three classes into the twisty, 
eight mile, Glen . Long-designed 
course. There were unfounded rumors 
that Young was using the roar of the 
bikes to flush out any nearby 
pheasants. 

Danny Wills rode his Yamaha to a 
first place finish in the 125cc Expert 
division, with Navato's Dean Joyner 
nailing down the second spot. Marty 
Cunningham and Kacy Killian took 
wins in the two 125cc-200cc Novice 
classes, while Roseville's Steve Vlahos 
wrapped up the Junior competition 
aboard a Suzuki. 

If there was an outstanding race of 
the day, it was probably the 250cc 
event, as Suzukis Darrell Shultz 
returned to home turf to do battle with 
a host of determined challengers 
headlined by fellow Expert riders Eric 
McKenna and Darrol Brown. 


McKenna grabbed the early lead 
with Shultz and Brown in hot pursuit. 
But three-quarters of the way through 
lap one McKenna fell victim to a flat 
rear tire and temporarily retired to the 
pits. While Shultz assumed the lead, 
McKenna's Euro Cycles’ crew, headed 
by Jan Hautermans, replaced the 
entire rear end of McKenna's Maico 
and got him back onto the course in a 
distant, but still respectable, 10th 
place. 

Meanwhile, Shultz maintained his 
lead and it looked like the Orange- 
vale celebrity would hold on for a 
comfortable win. McKenna, however, 
had other ideas. Knocking off rider 
after rider on his charge toward 
Shultz, eventually he was staring right 
down the tailpipe of Shultz's factory 
machine. But second place was all that 
McKenna could muster on this day; 
Shultz maintained for the win while 
McKenna settled for second place and 
a heavy dose of admiration from the 
large crowd. Brown, who hounded 
Shultz early in the race, took a wrong 





turn during the fourth lap and was 
never able to get back into contention. 

Charlie Marshall of nearby Folsom, 
rode his Carmichael Honda/Hi-Point 
Husqvarna to a first place finish in the 
Open Expert class. Although Marshall 
played second fiddle early in the race, 
once he took the lead he didn't budge 
from the spot. Kevin Ingles, riding for 
Nelson Brothers of Oakland, came out 
of the start ahead of Marshall, but by 
the mid-point of lap two, Marshall 
jetted ahead never to see Ingles again. 
Charlie, wearing number опе, 
dominated the rest of the race. His win 
sealed his bid for another AMA 
District 36 number one cross country 
plate. 

Although the action wasn't quite as 
fast, the Old Timers and Vets class was 
the largest of the day with nearly 100 
riders taking to the trails. Bill Grigg 
rode his Maico to a first place finish in 
the Veterans Expert Division, ahead of 
Alamo's Jerry Jackson, also on a 
Maico. Bill McClinton of Vallejo 
topped the Expert Old Timers.

Top District 36 enduro riders Rob 
Sutliff, Jeff Henning, Matt Cullins, 
Dave Olson and Dale Warmuth came 
out for the fun. Many motocrossers 
and trail riders who don't like the time 
keeping of enduros also make a point 
of riding the Bear each year. 


Inclement weather forced the club 
to cut out about 12 miles of the first 
loop; some of the hills were just not 
makeable. The hills they left in were 
hard enough and had many riders 
pushing through the clay mud and 
rocks. Muddy downhills were also big 
sources of concern, especially for the 
later riders. In some places the mud 
was so thick and gooey that you had to 


turn the gas on to go down steep hills. 
Chains, sprockets, footpegs and wheels 
became so clogged that some riders 
had to stop and clean the mud off in 
order to keep going. 

The mud was bad enough, but the 
real problem for most riders was 
water. Stony Creek was running full 
and fast. At times there were as many 
as 40 riders on the far bank trying to 
revive drowned motors. Not only the 
depth, but also the current had to be 
overcome. It felt rather strange being 
carried downstream when you were 
pointing straight ahead. 

After crossing the creek riders rode 
a loop and then came back to do it all 
over again. Pumping a bike out once is 
bad enough, but having to do it twice 
is demoralizing to say the least. Many 
people ended their day's ride right 
there. 

This was unfortunate because they 
would have really enjoyed a hill that 
followed soon thereafter. After 
crossing the pavement, the course 
went up a hill where the Forest Service 
had posted a sign saying, "Tractor 
Way, not suitable for wheeled traffic." 
If you got a clean shot at it, it was 
rideable but usually there were fallen 
riders blocking all the good lines. This 
meant you either went down and 
started all over again, or you got off 
and pushed. Pushing was no fun since 
the hill was a sort of blue clay which 
was difficult to stand up on, much less 
walk or push a motorcycle up. 
Between the water crossings and this 
hill many people were late to the check 
at gas. This was too bad because half 
the fun of riding these events is 
stopping at checks and talking to 
fellow riders and your pit crews. 


The second loop started along the 
same trail as the first, went up to the 
helispot, and then went straight 
instead of turning left as the previous 
loop had done. It then went up to 
Crackerbox Ridge and rejoined the 
first loop for awhile before it turned 
right off toward Goat Mountain. This 











over lapping of loops caused confusion 
for some riders, and was made worse 
by a flagman who didn't make it to the 
point where the two loops split. Riders 
were riding backwards on the course 
and some even started riding the first 
loop again. Many riders were late into 
the third check and the check should 
have been adjusted to compensate. For 
some riders it was the only check they 
were late to all day. From there the 
course went out Love Lady Ridge, 
turned back to Potato Hill, then back 
into the start finish area. 

By the "luck" of the draw, pre race 
favorite and overall winner Carl 
Cranke was on minute one along with 
Paul Bostrom. Not having to deal with 
slower riders is an advantage, but this 
early minute may have led to some 
other problems for Carl. One really 
deep, swift water crossing was located 
just after the first check and Cranke 
and Bostrom arrived at the creek 
together. Bostrom deferred to the 
more experienced trail rider, Cranke, 
and allowed him to try the waters first. 
Cranke made it almost to the far bank 
— but not quite. 


Carl found a deep hole, lost his 
bike, and had to swim to shore! His 
totally submerged bike was recovered 
downstream where the strong current 
had carried it. After pulling it to 
shore, Carl spent about 15 minutes 
getting it going again: he had to wring 
out the air filter, disassemble the carb, 
and pump water out of the motor. He 
probably would have liked to wring 
himself out too! When he got going he 
had to really fly — and he did, making 
it into the next check only one minute 
late, still in his grace period so that he 
lost no points. This was a check that 
very few people were more than two 
minutes early to and most were late — 
that's hauling. Cranke was riding a 
brand new SWM 370 with zero miles 
on it at the start. It has now been 
baptized. 

Special tests this year consisted of 
three cross country tests along the 
course, an acceleration-brake test, a 
grass track and an optional tire 
change. The acceleration-brake test 
consists of riding from a standing start 
100 yards to a pylon where the rider 
pivots and accelerates back to a limed 
in box adjacent to the start line. The 
bike and rider must come to a stop in 
the box and time is not stopped until 
both of them are inside the box. Many 
riders overshoot the line and have to 
drag their bike back into the box. This 
year Cranke got his bike to stop, but 
he fell off and had to scramble back 
into the box. 

The grasstrack test, laid out by Dick 
Mann, was in the same location but 
was longer than last year and very 
tight. Anyone who could change a tire 
in less than 10 minutes had their score 
reduced anywhere from five points for 
10 minutes up to 40 points for four 
minutes or under. Cranke was fastest, 
changing his tire in two minutes and 
43 seconds. 

Although the tire change is 
optional, if you really want to finish 
well it is actually a must. Many riders 
believe it's unfair that the top rider 
can improve his already top score and 
thus eliminate other riders from Gold 
who must score within 15% of him. 
They believe it should be used only to 
help you move up — not to place a 
Gold out of the reach of some riders. 

This year Hi Point sponsored the 
Grizzley Bear, in conjunction with the 
Richmond Ramblers, and offered 
contingency prizes to riders with top 
scores in each of the special tests. Rick 
Hocking was tops in the acceleration- 
brake test. Cranke was first in the tire 








change and John Gennai was the 
winner of the grasstrack. 

The Grizzley Bear is a truly unique 
event not only because of its format, 
but because it brings together a broad 
spectrum of riders that otherwise 
would never compete together. All you 
motocrossers out there should ride it 
next year. Bring along your friends 
who flattrack and trail ride and see 
how you do against not only yourselves 
but also against the enduro and trials 
riders. Its got something for everyone 
and it's a lot of fun.

A small bunch of hardcore 
motocrossers braved the cold to- 
day for a chance to race on one 
of the few tracks operating in 
this area in the winter. A snowfall 
during the previous week kept the dust 
down and most of the track was in 
excellent shape with only a couple of 
muddy spots. Only five classes were 
run, with the Opens first, followed by 
the 250, 100 and 125cc's, Minis, and 
Old Timers. All the classes had 
Amateurs and Pros mixed in, so it was 
very difficult to tell who was actually 
leading each class. 

Shae McMahan (Mai) led the first 
Open class moto followed by Don 
Lentz (Yam) and Dave Parker (Suz). 
The first two riders took а 
commanding lead with Lentz 
eventually passing for the win. Lentz 
was the only Pro riding in the Open 
class but he was really finding his 
hands full of McMahan who was in the 
Intermediate class. Dave Parker 
holeshot the second moto with 
McMahan close behind. Lentz fell 
early in the moto and spent most of the 
race trying to catch up to the leaders. 
Shae moved past Parker to take the 
overall win with Lentz sneaking into 
second on the last lap. 

Brett Tremblay (Suz) was never 
headed in the 125cc class as he won the 
Pro class despite strong pressure from 
Art Key (Suz). Key got the break he 
needed in the first moto when a lapped 
rider slowed down Tremblay on the 
last lap. Art was able to pull up even 
but superior horsepower let Brett win 
the drag race to the finish. A second 
moto fall by Key gave Tremblay an 
easy victory with Rich Sturtevant 
(Kaw) taking second overall with 3-2 
scores with Key third overall. Dan 
Little (Kaw) was an easy victor in the 
125cc Intermediate class. 

Ed Wickward (Kaw) made the long 
trip down from Spokane, as did several 
riders, and proceeded to win both 
motos in the 250cc class. Ed was riding 
the C class but beat all the B riders, 
also, for insurance. Ed McLaughlin 
made it a Kawasaki sweep by winning 
the B class over David Wolkenhower 
(Hon). 

Kiona will shut down now for the 
winter with no more races scheduled as 
of this time. Look for a lot of racing in 
this area in the spring as several tracks 
should be putting on a lot of races. €

past I'd always start out optimistically, 
saying this is going to be it, a fun trip, 
and it always got blown out by 
something. 

What do you think is the most 
important thing for a newcomer to 
concentrate on? 

Consistency. Some riders show a lot of 
potential. They'll do something great 
and then do something so glaringly 
stupid, just outright idiotic. That's 
part of experience, working toward 
consistency. If everybody was 
consistent there would be a World 
Champion that won every round. 
Variables are a part of life, but you 
can still reach for a better level of 
consistency. 1 feel that’s been one of 
my biggest downfalls, going from 
clean-five to clean-five, not getting the 
ones and twos where they count. 

How did you get started in trials? 
Well, I wanted to race motocross, but 
my parents were kind of down on it 
because I was ll-years-old and they 
didn’t think it was the safest thing to 
be doing. They couldn't see turning 
the kid out on a motocross bike. 
Things were a little different in those 
days. Today so many kids race and 
there's protective gear. Trials was 
another way to compete on a 
motorcycle. I wanted to try some form 
of competition and it was a safe 
alternative. It just kind of 
snowballed. The more I rode, the 
more I enjoyed it. I got noticed and 
then the sponsorships got a little more 
lucrative. 

A few years ago you were thinking 
about switching to motocross. How 
serious were you about that? 

I came pretty close to it again this year. 
Really? 

Yeah. That was a complete 180-degree 
turn from this plan I now have to go to 
Europe. After I won the champion- 
ship this year I was seriously thinking 
about it, but I got talked out of it by a 
close associate. 

How would you have handled the 
switch? 

The same way I did in trials. 

But you would have been giving up a 
salary to become a privateer. Would 
you have raced local pro? 

Yes. I would have tried to start out as 
high as I could. I'm still disappointed. 
I live around some motocross riders 
that get a heck of a lot of publicity and 
a lot of money. I could win the World 
Championship and people wouldn't 
know about it. I know even for 
Schreiber, he's never going to be as 
well known as the fifth ranked 
motocross rider here in the U.S. 

What was the motivation — the 
acclaim, the money? 

It's something I never got to do as a kid 
that I always wanted to do. It's like 
going back and picking up some lost 
ground. From the very beginning 
that's what I always wanted to do. 
You've ridden with Tripės and 
Smith and Croft. How do you do? 
Well, I've never ridden that much. 
What I did ride, I.enjoyed a lot. 
Riding a motocross bike comes more 
natural to me than riding trials. I can 
pick up a motocross bike right now 
and come closer to any of those riders 
than they could ever come to me on 
one of these trials bikes. After a half 
day I can put in consistently fast times. 
And for trials, it’s so nerve-racking 
and requires so much concentration. 
But it’s tough to give up something you. 
already have, that you've worked for so 
long, and throw it out the window. So 
I'm just thinking of waiting until it 
comes to a point where I have to do it, 
have to move over to it. 

As long as you're successful in world 
trials, you'll have a contract. 

If I achieved the same level in

motocross that I have in trials and won 
four National Championships, I might 
be as big as Hannah, if I won that 
consistently. Hannah is rumored to 
have made, 1 don't know how many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars this 
year. I know Tripes has a very 
lucrative contract and I know what 
Lackey got. And I could work 10 
years, be World Champion 10 times, 
and still not achieve what Lackey got 
just to show up for three years. I see 
the numbers and the publicity. I pick 
up Motocross Action and it's a Bob 
Hannah issue every month. And I get 
a peck of blurp, maybe, in the back of 
some magazine, if even that. 


Pride and accomplishment are also a 
part of it. 

Sure. Even if the money was equal, to 
me that publicity they're getting is just 
phenomenal. Thats more encourag- 
mg. 

For the same money would you 
rather be National Trials Champion 
or finish fourth in National 
motocross? 

Well, I almost think I'd rather go the 
motocross route. I really would. The 
glamour and publicity just isn't there 
for trials that I think the sport 
deserves. 

Do you think we'll ever see that 
glamour and publicity in America? 
No chance. 

Any reason? 

It's not anything to do with the sport 
lacking anything. It's a matter of 
Americans wanting to sit down and 
watch something from one spot. 
Stadium races are ideal for that, or 
any outdoor motocross. Trials is just 
too much work, to walk around to the 
sections and then wait for it to 
happen. Americans basically have a 
go-fast attitude. 

What changed your mind about 
going to motocross? 





I had everything planned to go to 
motocross but my contract still had 
another year and I didn't want to run 
out on that. And, I still had yet to put 
in a good honest year in the world 
rounds that I felt was everything I had 
to give. I've yet to do that. The only 
day I really felt I put it together was in 
Spain this year. I felt pretty decent, 
just a few minor mistakes. So I 
couldn't see quitting without giving it 
one good go. 

Looking down the road, then, you 
really don't know what you'll be 
doing. 

If riding in Europe turns out to be 
successful and I can see a future doing 
it, okay. Maybe my way of doing и 
won't be the answer. But if it is, yeah, 
I'll go for it again. But if it proves to be 
no better than before I may leave it. 


Over the years you and Bernie have 
been southern California and 
National rivals. You've always been 
more or less equal. You've won 19 of 
the last 27 Nationals you've ridden 
but with his success overseas during 
the past two years he's upstaged you. 
Is that a factor? 

Well, that's another thing that hurts 
me when I go to Europe. All along in 
my career I've never felt back seat to 
him. But when I go to Europe, 
especially the last two years, I sense the 
feeling that they think I'm a nobody. 
It's just a sudden switch from what I 
had. Bang, in just one year it seemed 
like it reversed. That's another reason 
for wanting that U.S. Championship 
this year. It gets back to Europe. Like 
at the factory they say you obviously 
can beat him and people come up to 
me when I go to Europe and ask me 
how it is that I do that, beat him in 
America. Obviously, there's a trend 
being set there, there's no denying. I 
may be wrong but I feel that poor 
preparation and loss of enthusiasm are 














my biggest downfalls when I go over 
there. If things look good for trials ГИ 
stick with it as long as I can. I enjoy 
trials. I still think it's a better sport. 
When I go out and ride a motocross 
bike I don't see the skill that's 
involved, compared to trials, or as 
many elements as are involved in 
trials. I can go out and practice by 
myself and stay more interested 
because I can compare myself to the 
sections instead of going around and 
around. That gets old. I think trials is 
a super sport. 


What about Marland Whaley, the 
21-year-old Californian? 

I prefer being a kid. I don't like being 
2]. I'm the kid on the Cota. 

When you're not the Cota Kid, who 
are you? 

ГИ tell you, riding really takes up a 
good part of my time. I have a pretty 
big house to look after, it's a 
responsibility, and I do have a dog, 
but no station wagon yet. I do a lot of 
catamaraning. 

Any skiing? 

No. This year we're going to take care 
of that. I'm going to Mammoth in 
December. I have many different 
interests that keep me going. I'm into 
disco...(giggle)...gold chains and 
glitter... 

Anything else you want to talk about? 
One thing I'd like to mention. I think 
a good part of my success has come 
from the people who have helped me 
for the last four or five years. Like 
Knobby Shop and Bel-Ray. The 
Tryals Shope has been really helpful 
since I moved back to Montesa. Chuck 
West has helped me a lot with sorting 
out my bike. Alan Greenwood 
(Knobby Shop International) is good 
for advice and supporting me on the 
clothing. And Bel-Ray has been 
behind me all the way. That all helps. 
And Montesa. I've been overall very 
pleased with Montesa, and Honda too. 
A lot of the past success can be 
attributed to good support. It's just 
what I feel I've been lacking some- 
times when I go to Europe. 

Suppose you win the World Cham- 
pionship. If you can beat Schreiber 
in the states, you certainly have the 
potential to do it overseas. 

That's interesting. I've talked a lot 
about that. If you climb that 
mountain...I don't know. I think it's 
always good to quit a winner, to go out 
in style. If I go out motocrossing and 
get hurt I've got a lot to lose. I would 
always be saying maybe if I hung in 
there, maybe I could have been World 
Trials Champion. But if I win, then 
I've done it. My major goal has always 
been to be World Champion. Way 
back in the dark corners of my mind 
that's always been number one. Once 
I've done that, I've nothing to lose. If 
the contracts look on the up and up, 
I'd go for it again. But once you've 
been World Champion, you're not 
going any higher. 

'The year after you win is the year 
you get all the endorsement contracts 
and the big raise, though. 

I feel I'd be worth that even though I 
took a year off. 

But can you see yourself, after 
winning a World Championship, 
getting into a truck and becoming a 
privateer motocrosser? You'd have to 
go out and earn points just to get a 
National license. 

Oh yeah, I'd have to start from 
scratch. It would be starting over all 
over again. But with a few right 
connections, it could work. It 
depends. It’s not that hard to arrange, 
but I'd be giving up a lot. But nothing 
ventured, nothing gained. If you don't 
fall on your face, how do you ever 
know? It would blow a lot of people's 
minds because they wouldn't think a 
trials rider could do it. But if you 
brought it off, then you could laugh in 
everybody's face. e.

The Lone Star Indoor Track’n 
Series at Will Rogers Memorial 
Center drew riders and fans in

GNC Texas 
Regional 
Championship hits 
Rio Bravo

HOUSTON, TX, NOV. 18 

The GNC Regional Champion- 
ship, a qualifier for the Grand 
National Championship Inter- 
national Finals in the Houston 
Astrodome next March, not only high- 
lights the Texas Regional fall season 
every year, but is without doubt the 
most important race preceeding the 
Astrodome Finals. First of all, this 
event graduates 20 of the maximum 
100 riders per class invited to the 
Dome. Of the 600 entrants here today 
at Rio Bravo for the 1979 Texas 
Regional Championship, many came 
from surrounding states and even 
Mexico. 

The 1979 edition of the 
championship was simply great. The 
weather was perfect, the track fast and 
challenging and nine past GNC Grand 
National Champions were on hand to 
add a little star quality. Bosch Spark 
Plugs again donated their support and 
money towards the 79-80 GNC Series 
including today's race. 

Derek Wedding from Marshall, 
Texas, the 1978 GNC Rider of the 
Year, and a fellow who makes 
bookends out of the  six-foot 
Astrodome trophys as a hobby, 
shocked no one by winning the 250cc 
Expert and Open Expert classes for the 
Howard Racing Team. The tough 16- 
year-old on a Honda outran Ricky 
Madole, Damon Reichle, and GNC 
superstar Mickey Pizzitola. Wedding's 
starts in both motos of the 250cc class 
pnt him among the first five, soon 
thereafter to pass who ever happened 
to be in the lead, usually veteran 
Wyman Priddy. Madole, Reichle and 
Pizzitola were generally involved in 
fierce passing and re-passing both 
motos. Priddy would fade back under 
the pressure of the youngsters, and 
Chris Hipp and Jeff Edwards waged 
their own private battle somewhat 
back in the pack. 

Derek Wedding jumped on a 400cc 
Suzuki and all over the competition in 
the Open Expert class. Jeff Shaw on a 
Husky and Tommy Hudson with a 
Yamaha rode steady and efficient 
motos for second and third overall. 
There were no particularly interesting 
individual battles as the leaders 
generally strung out into a parade. 

Kyle Landrum, who has been so hot 
at Rio Bravo in the 125cc Expert class 
that the pit crew dumps ice water on 
his head just before the start, blistered 
the field again on his Conroe Suzuki 
RM both motos in а no-contest 
situatior. However, some of the best ` 
racing of the day involved Jerry Surber 
Jr., Darin Eames and Keith Davis. 
Surber and Davis on Hondas and 
Eames with a Suzuki, were locked into 
mortal combat both motos. This 
spiritied contest by three of Texas’ 
soon-to-be greats not only resulted in 
some brilliant in-fighting but some 
post-race inflammatory discussion as 
well. 

Bryan Taylor showed up for the 
Regional and signed up for the 100cc 
and the 125cc Intermediate class. The 
sun rises in the east and sets in the 
west; there are natural phenomena. 
that no one even bothers to doubt. 








Bryan Taylor on Yamaha Support- 
TCR Racing Moto X Fox Yamahas 
won the 100cc and 125cc Intermediate 
clases. I would be wasting my 
typewriter time and your reading time 
describing how easily Bryan 
accomplished ^ todays feats. А 
champion of the GNC, Texas Series 
and the ММА should not be 
questioned. 


Ron Sussman won the 250cc Inter- 
mediate class, beating one of the 
strongest contingents of 250cc riders 
this track has seen in quite a while. 
Sussman, who rides for Texas 
Yamaha, is not necessarily faster or 
more talented than the others, but is 
stronger than most and definitely 
hungrier for the big win. Ron 
delivered today edging Bryon Chism 
and Randy Choate. 

There has been only one Grand 
National Champion in the Over-30 
class. Billy Click from Houston owns 
that honor. Click won the first moto 
today on his home track; but, while 
leading the final moto he was 
temporarily blinded by a quickly 
setting sun and completely missed a 
corner. While Click regained his 
senses, Troy Rapp from Marshall, 
Texas slipped around and into a lead 
that he would not relinquish. Rapp's 
second place finish in the first moto 
combined with first.in the final was 
good enough to win overall in the 
Over-30 class. 

The Minibike classes had a singular 
theme as far as the winners were 
concerned. All are extremely talented 
motocrossers but had been denied the 
spotlight as a champion in the 
numerous  endeavors that mini 
motocrossers find themselves involved 
with. Seconds and thirds in various 
state and national competitions only 
produced the undying desire to “win 
the big one.” Today three fine 
youngsters stepped out of the shadows 
and into the center ring and became 
recognized as a threat to win the big 
one, the 1980 Grand National Cham- 
pionship in the Houston Astrodome. 

This particular honor roll includes 
Eddie “The Dirt Dobber" Vreeland, 
who blasted the 50cc Mini Minis with a 
Yamaha; Kit Vick who was fastest in 
the Minibike Junior on a Yamaha; and 
Shane Sitton, who proved without a 
doubt that "when the going gets 
tough, the tough get going." Shane 
was tough enough to get going in the 
Senior and Minibike Stock classes, 
both on Yamahas. 

The 125cc Novice class was its 
usually hectic self as over 130 riders 
attempted to qualify for the coveted 20 
invitations to the ‘Dome. Through it 
all Mike Foytik, Chuck Dawson and 
John Koudelka, all on Suzukis, domi- 
nated the class and the racing. 

Tim Morris, on a Honda, was 
almost bored by the conclusion of both 
250cc Novice motos. Morris won with 
such ease that there was no doubt just 
who was fastest in this class today. 

Kyle Powell, on a Maico from San 
Antonio, won the Open Intermediate 
class beating Steve Randall and Tom 
Kennedy, both local riders on Suzukis.

Leonard clarifications 


Enjoyed the Leonard interview very 
much. The old guard from the 40s and 
50s isn’t mentioned too often these 
days. There were a few discrepancies 
in Joe's memory bank, however, and I 
would like to clear up and add to his 
article on a few points. 


First, the CRC wasn't the California 
Racing Association; it was the Com- 
petition Riders Association and was 
almost exclusive to southern California 
riders. Second, CRA racing was pro- 
gressive — there were no Novice, 
Amateur or Expert classes; everyone 
went out, qualified and the top 32 or 
so made the program. There were no 
alphabet suffixes on the number plates. 
I was #73, Phillips was #98, Luce was 
#4, etc. 

Third, Joe's bike did not break a 
crank pin at Corona. That day Nick ` 
Nicolaides won the main and trophy 
dash on an AJS, I won the consolation 
(also on an AJS), and Joe was third in 
the consolation riding one of Stubby 
Stuhl's Scouts. 


Finally, Turner and Emde had 
pretty well hung it up by 1950, but 
Chuck Basney, Tex Luce and the 
Roccio brothers were front-runners at 
that time. 

Joe was an interesting guy even be- 
fore he started riding motorcycles. He 
used to work for one of the telegraph 
outfits in San Diego as a messenger 
and could wheelie his standard street 
bicycle for blocks, up curbs, etc. He 
had great balance. I was riding for 
Richards Motors in San Diego, where 
he bought his first bike, a 350cc Velo- 
cette. He crashed it in Mission Gorge 
on the way to an English trials shortly 
thereafter, escaping unscathed. 

Leonard was the most naturally 
talented rider I've ever seen, and with- 
out a doubt the best out of San Diego, 
which has produced Jim Phillips, Brad 
Andres, Ralph White, Cal Rayborn, 
all of the Emdes, and many others. 
Thanks for the nostalgia trip.
